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SOON after I came to Loftdony Mr. Diaper j 
having fettled all his Affairs, fet out for his 
Country-houie, where he propofed to fpend 
the Remainder of his Days, and where I could not 
be excufed from accompanying him* From thence

I wrote to my Father an Account of my prefent 
Situation, and prayed hb Diredions how to dif- 
pofe of myfelf; at the fame Time giving him an 
Hint, that 1 ihould be glad to enter into another '

be confented to it, had much rather follow the 
Example of my Friend, and fpend two or three 
Years Abroad, which would in all Probability 
conduce to wear off the melancholy Gloom that 
opprefled my Mind. The Solitude I indulged io 
thisRecefs, tho' at firft it humoured my Difpofition, 
and gave a Scope to my perpetual Ideas of my love- 
ly, loft Leuifdy and my abfent Friend and Part* 
ner in AffliAioo, yet it foon grew dangerous for 
me to flay there longer, for Fear of entirely un- 
hinging rayfelf for the Purfuits of Life, which 
were now become neceflary to me ; and therefore 
I took Leave of my worthy Mafier and Midrefs, 
who made me Promife to fee them every Week 
-ox. Fortnight to confole them for the Lofsof their 
Son, and returned to London^ where I took an 
Apartment in Rid-LUn Street^ HMwfty till I 
(hould other wife difpofe of myfelf. I almoft every 
Day paid a Vifit at Mr. Bellair^Sj which was now 
the only Comfort I received, and was much edified 
by the Company of that worthy Family: Mifs 
Sukey lived quite reclufe, and fddom would Tee 
any Company but me, and then her Converfation 
ran wholly upon her dear Diaper^ whofe Health

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^e were conttnuiUy driaking* Theft amiablt 
Perfons fo fineerdy iympathiiid with me in th« 
Lofs of my Lomfa^ that my Melancholy was al« 
ways difpelled in bme MeaAire by their So-* 
ciety ; but> in a few Weeks^ I loft even that Con- 
Iblatioa, by their Departure into the Country^ 
where they would fain have had! me bear them 
Company- NoW) my only Relief lay in the Con- 
rerfation of Prig and Mr. Deacon^ who entered 
into all my Concerns^ and behaved in the kindeft 
Manner, and once a Week I generally went over 
to fee Mr. and Mrs, Diaper^ I employed myfelf 
(umelimes in writing to my Friend, Mr. Go^d-- 
wUij his Spoufc, and poor Fiddt^ who were all 
under great Concern at my Lo6( but FiJele was 
^uite inconiblable, and had tsken on fo much at 
the Deatfi of her Miftreft, thact they feared flbc 
would fling herfelf into a Coofuiiiptioo. I wrote 
her Word, that I would lor ever take Care of 
her, and defired Mr. G^dwiB to let her have 
whatever Money (be wanted, which I would re* 
pay him again. She frequently went over to fee 
my Mother, with whom al(b Mrs. Go^hvill had 
Commenced an Acquaintance. I received a Letter 
from Ardfer about this Time, infonning me, that 
be was become a Dealer faimfelf, and went on 
wit|i great Sitccefe : As to poor SbarpUyy I had heard 
nothing from him a con&derable Time, nor knew 
in what Part of the World he atprefent was. My 
B 2 Father 
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Father wrote me Word, that I might ftay where I 
waS) and take a little Pleafiire, till he came up to 
London^ to talk with and fee me fettled, which he 
propofed to do in about three Months. . In the In« 
' tervals of my other Avocations, I endeavoured to 
make myfelf Mafter of feveral Branches of Learn* 
ing, I had not touched on before, and, merely by' 
Way of Amufement, went thro' the Study of Na- 
vigation, which yielded me great Pleafure. Stili 
the Image of my Louifa remained before my Eyes, 
and I every now and then fell into the moft cruel 
Defpondency, and called aloud for Death to relieve 
me from my Torments. I found it fo dangerous 
to be alone, that I encouraged my Friend Prigy 
to call upon me as often as he had- an Inclination, 
and forced myfelf to partake of all the Diverfions 
and Amufements he propofed ; but thoroughly con- 
ceived an Averfion for the Company of Women, 
which at firft was infpired by a certain Delicacy of 
never taking any Delight in the Sex fince my Lou^ 
ifa^s Death, which was a Refolution I fo conftant- 
]y fupported, that gt length I even grew morofe and 
unmannerly, and would abruptly leave any Com- 
pany upon a Lady's Entrance. Mr. Deacon^ tho' 
an excellent Man, had one prevailing Foible ; he 
loved his Bottle, and had a Club for every Night,. 
whePe he often importuned me to accompany him, 
under the Notion of keeping up good Company and 
Fcllowfhip. I was one Evening perfuaded to go 

with 
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with him to one of thofe Meetings, which gave 
me fuch an Idea of the Folly and Abfurdity of 
fpending Time in a promifcuous Company, of that 
while away Strain^ that I can't help drawing the 
Pidure of it, not doubting, but it is a Pattern of 
moft others in this Metropolis, At our Entrance, 
we were faluted by three or four Perfons, to whom 
Mr. Deacon prefented me, and excufed his Break* 
ing in upon the Rules of the Company, by bring* 
ing a Stranger without Leave ; we then felted our- 
ielves, and a profound Silence enfued of near 
twenty Minutes, which was interrupted by Mr. 
Sbuttky a Weaver, who obferved, that it wits 
the fineft Day we had had for a Fortnight paf)^, 
which he was very glad of, as the next Day he 
was to go to a Pariih Feaft at Barnet. Mr* Bur-^ 
mjhj a Brawler, replied, that he had been invited 
to go tberetoo, but that Mr. TunbeUy^ the Church- 
Warden, bad never had a Goofe at any one of his 
Feafls, which was a Thing he greatly loved, and 
could not imagine he had any Averfion to it him- 
ielf, for which Reafon, he was fure it was always 
omitted as an Afiront to him, Mr, Shuttle thengave 
a long Account of a Dinner he eat the Day before 
with Juftice Mittimus^ in which he particularly prai* 
fed the Chicken and Afparagus, and concluded with 
obferving, that the Juftice did nothing without his 
Advice. Immediately the Doors were thrown 
open, and in came the Juftice bimfelf, at which 
B 3 all 
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all the reft railed themfelves up, and lowly bow^ 
ed ; be was a pretty large made Man, of a venenb« 
UeAfped, and a deal of Gravity^ who fainted e« 
very Body by Name; but obferving me was going 
to retreat in a Huff, if Mr. Deacon had not pad-* 
£ed him, by aifiiring him I was his Friend. Oh ! 
oh ! very well, very well, how d*ye do. Sir ? And» 
foon after feating himfelf, lugged the Leg of a 
Fowl from one of his Pockets, and a Lunch of 
Bn^ and Cheefe from the other, and would in- 
fift upon it every body {hould eat with him: Some 
Compliments, beftowed by Mr. Skuttb on tho 
Goodiiefs of the Fowl,, produced an Account from 
Mr* MagiftraU of its Cheapnefs, and a Oigreffion 
jof the Price of Borf, and the Lifolence of th^ 
Butchers of Nsvfgati Market. Thisover, incaoM 
Mr. 8xapy the Jufiice's Clerkt with a*Warsanl f» 
fign, which obliged the Jufiice to put on htfl Spec* 
tacles, notwithftanding which, he would have 
figned it at the wrong End, if ht% Clerk had not di-» 
rtSted his Hand. You know what the Afiair is> 
Mr. Sitapy I fuppofe ? Yes, Sir, replies the Clerk, 
it is about an Aflault : Oh, ho Ms it fo ! Send them 
to Bridewell then. Yes, Sir» fiiys the Clerk, who 
could hardly contain himfelf, I made the Commit^* 
ment out for that Place. The Clerk difmifled, and 
Supper ended, his Worfliip took up the Pipes, and 
filling one, after offering his Tobacco to the whole 
Company to fmell to, faying, it was the befl in 
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Cbriftendimj he poured out a Glafi, and drank 
the King's Health* Another Paufe cxf Silence en* 
fued, till the Health went round, V9^tn Captain 
Stumgger, a Sea Officer, entered upon Politicks, by 
fwearing, it was (hameful Er^kmd (hould ever be 
in Peace, fince (be got more by War ; adding, that 
he did not doubt of feeing us ibon MaAers oiFranct^ 
Spaifij and the In£ii^ if we did but exert our 
Naval Strength as we did in Edumrd the Third's 
Time $ the Juftice here obferved, that the Captain 
muft be miftaken, for he never had heard of a Man 
of War in thofe Days : I'be Captain fwore, by 
G-d there was^ and that they were callcd'the Cinque 
Pertly from their being Fiw of them* Mr. Shmtlt 
obfervcd, that Franei never oouU be oonquered, 
it was fo much bigger than England^ which the 
Juflke difputedy and faid, England he was fure 
^ivas bi^or, and applied to me £pr a Dedfion, , fay* 
ing, I looked as if I had been Abroad, and could 
certainly tell. I was fearful of ofiendiog either 
Side, fo content^ myfelf, by telling him, that 
what was called L* I/h Js Frandj where the City 
of Peris ftood, was much lefs than England; at 
which he fet up a Laugh of Triumph, telling Mr.. 
. Sbsdtle^ it was hard if he (hould not know, when he 
had Bfrr/s Map of France in his Parlour, and his 
'Wife had an Uncle who was Cook to the Duke of 
Orleans. This proud Vaunt was concluded with a 
Bumper, in which he drank Confufion to Cardinal

Fleury^ and Damnation to the Fnnch King. Novr , 
-they began to be noify, and talked in feparate Set» 
about their Wives and Children, and their feverai 
Profeffions, which was interrupted by Mr. Bonnet 
the Peruke^Maker's finging a bawdy Song, to 
which Mr. Shuttle^ licking his Lips, cried Oncour ; 
f<K)n afterwards the Juftice fell afleep, Shuttle got 
drunk and abufed the .Captain, the Captain flruck 
h m, the Tables were overturned, and we thought 
it high Time to pay our Shot and move off; which 
we did, Mr. Deacon aflurtng me, as we went Home, 
that, if I had not been a Stranger, I (hould have heard 
veiy good Converfation ; but did not doubt I (hould 
be made amends the next Time. 

When I arrived at Home, I made many Refiec*

to recal the precious Saint you have loft, who now 
perhaps attends and watches o'er your Steps, a» 
your Guardian Angel. 

I have dcfircd my dear Father to put xny Letter 
to the Charmer of my Soul into your Hands, truft- 
ing to your Care for its fafe Conveyance. Whilft 
I write, my Handlhakes, and I tremble with Ap* 
prehenfion at what may have happened fince my 
Departure f Oh ! this cruel Uncertainty, that Dif- 
tance creates, of what pafles,, is grievous : Often I 
wifli I had the Pbwer of tranfporting myfelf with a^ 
Thought from Place to Place, to fohrc my Doubts 
of your Healths and Profperity, You may now> 
with every body clfe,. that I love and efieem, have 
become the Prey of Death's daily Ravages : Tor- 
menting Thought ! which I muft not, will not, in-^ 
dulge, for it would carry with it Diftradion and 
Madnefs, My fincere Refpe£ls attend Mr, Pr/^, 
who I hope never leaves you long enough for you 
to increafe your Melancholy.

IDifpatchcd an Anfwcr to my Friend, by a Ship 
that was juft failing to Lijhon^ which probably 
might arrive there Time enough to give him the 
wiflied Intelligence how Matters flood in England^ 
and, by the fame Conveyance,, fent another Letter 
to Archer. 

One Evening, as Mr. Prig and myfclf were re- 
turning from Hamfjltad^ where we had taken aa 
Excurfion, fomewhat later than ordinary, on Foot, 
thinking Lt the fafeft Way, we flruck thro* the 
Fields between Kentijh Town and BUomJburyy and 
for our better Security, as there were many Ac- 
counts of Robberies committed between HampfteaA 
and London^ had drawn, our Hangers^ which we 
carried naked in our Hands. We had already 
crofTed three Fields, and could plainly difcover the

up to the Gripe in his Body, at which he gave- a

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Groan» and fell down at my Feet There neede^f 
no more to difliearten the reft, who diredUy took 
to their Heels ; but we purrued tbem fo nimbly, 
crying out, Tbiives^ all the Way, that, at the £nd 
^Rid^i^'Siratf they were all three taken» and 
we immediately carried them into a Public-boufe» 
till we could get more AiSftance, and convey tbem 
before a Magiflrate. We found no oiher ofienfivc 
Weapons upon iearchiog them ', but no Surprin^ 
could be equal to ours, when in the Face of one 
of thefe Footpads, we difcof ered the Features of 
that Villain Pachrl I gave a great Cry, occasioned 
by my Aftooifliment, and aiked him the Reafoa 
he was not contented with our Money, but purfucd 
our Lives with fo much Inveteracy, which had 
brought him into his prefent Circumftances: I 
added, I was forry to fee him in fuch a Situation, 
for he muft now expeS the Reward due to fo 
many Crimes as he had been guilty of; at the 
fame Time wifliing any other Perfon had been the 
Means of bringing him to Juftice.

yet I could not remember I had ever pixmAtd 
him, by any Thing I bad ever iranfiAedy to fucb 
an inhumane Reftntment. No» ha replied, was 
not you the Means of turning me from Mr. /)/#•. 
^s, by making yourfelf buTy with what you had 
00 Concern with? I affijred him the contrary, and 
that what I did in that Afiair was what I merely 
thought my Duty, and what I could not dUpenfe 
with myfclf from doing, without mixing it witb 
any Thing perfonal agaioft himfelf, more than the 
Nature of the Cafe required. By this Time fome 
Perfons returned, with an Account that the Man,, 
who had fallen^ was dead, and a ConftaUe enter- 
ing at the fame Time, tho' very late, we carried 
them before a neighbouriag Juflicc of the Peace^ 
and the Matter was fs clear againft them, that he 
conunitted them all three to Ntwgaii', and, the 
SeiBons being begun at the OUBaiky the Day be^ 
fore, the Bill of Indidment was found; they 
were tried the laft Day but one of the SefiioAs, ami 
«pon the ftrongeft Evidence^ condemned to die. 
Packer behaved with the utmoft Boldnefs, during 
the whole Trial y and receding upon his former 
Appearance and Behaviour, it gave me a melan-^ 
choly Concern to fee fuch an Alteration. His 
prefent Difpofition and Temper, to be fure, how- 
ever was natural, whereas the Sobriety he had 

formerly. 
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formerly alTumed muft have been all Hypocriry and 
Grimace. 

• Packer had a gteat many Friends ; but his di(^ 
orderly Behaviour had fo incenfed them, that no 
one would ftir on his Behalf, and, with the other 
Criminals, he was foon after executed at Tyburn^ 
where he would make no Confeffion, but died iii 
ah hardened and fenfelefs Dtfregard to Religion 
and Hereafter. Such was the End of this Man, and^ 
notwithftanding the manifold Injuries I had recer- 
ved of him, 'twas with Pain I confidered myfelf 
as one of the Inftruments of his Puniflimenf. 
Mr. Diaper was alfo concerned at bis Fate, but 
'twas contrary to all the Maxims of Reafon, Self- 
defence, and Regard to the Public, to endeavour 
to'get him a Reprieve,^ which, oiherwife, by that 
Gentleman's numerous Friends, there would have 
been very little Reafon to doubt. How foon this 
Death followed that of the unhappy Woman he 
had debauched and ruined ! and of which I wasalfo 
a Spedator ! And the Hand of Providence was fo 
vifible in their Punifhment here, that I hope we 
may entertain an Opinion that Mercy will be ex- 
tended to them in a future State, from that Bein^ 
who is all Forgivenefs and Forbearance, and of 
whom Mercy is one of the greatell and moft fu^ 
blime Attributes. 

I made many Obfervations upon. the Behaviour 

of this .Man in his lad Moments, One would be 

; at 
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at a great Lois to conceive how a human Creature, 
capable of Reflexion, can work himfelf up into 
fuch an utter Infenfibility, at an Hour fo awful, 
as that of the Separation of the Soul from the Body, 
and launching into the boundlefs tmmenfe Ocean 
of Eternity ; And yet we fee daily Inftances of this 
fbocking Stupidity, for Stupidity it muft be in fuch 
Inftances as thefe; where the Wretch has not that 
Innocence and Purity, that Confcioufnefs of having 
aded like a rational Creature^ and that iorneft 
Hope^ that f§nd Dejin^ that Longing aftir Immor-^ 
ialityy which fills the Heart, and fupports the Spt«^ 
rits of the juft Man in his laft Moments. Annihi'* 
lation would be ^ore tolerable to them, were they 
to think at all, than a future State of Exiftence; 
they would feci no Jkret Dread^ nor inward Hot'* 
rcTj of Jinking into Nought j far from it, the Thought 
would be agreeable. Ignorance, fuch total Igno* 
ranee, as I have obferved, in fome of the loweft of 
our Race, may be one Re^fon of the Unconcern at 
a Circumftance it is poifible they know little of; 
but may we not rather feek for it, than in Igno^ 
ranee, and a falfe Bravery, in the Confultations they 
receive from the Ordinary, the Abfolutions and 
Promifes he gives them? He ad miniflers the Sa- 
craments, and afTures them of Pardon and Remif- 
fion of Sins, thro'"thc Merits of Chri/i. Nothing 
can come nearer to the Practices of the Roman Ca^ 
tbolicij^ than this artificial Afiurance and Comfort 

given 
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given to tke Criaiiiiala; and I think Dr. MandmHi's 
Scheme would have a better Efitd, both upon 
them, and the Spe£btors of their Exit, when he 
advires not to proftitute the Sacrament in that 
Manner, but to fuflfer them to go full of Defpair ; 
tvapit^ attdgnafiing thtirTeetby to theGatlows; 
M^idi, perhaps, would have a real good Effefl 
upon their Minds, bring them to a Senfe of their 
Condition, and make their Breathings, and fore 
Sightngs of Heart, an acceptable Sacrifice for 
their Sins. Now, full of the Notion, that, by 
faying they believe what ther Ordinary tells them, 
they (hall be faved, adding thereto the facred Cere-* 
monies of the Church, they think they may put 
on what Appearance feits their Tempers beft at 
the (hocking Moment, and dieir natural Vanity di* 
re£b them to fach an one as (ball gain the greateft 
Apphiufe with the Mob4 The Ordinary (houM 
be honeft enough to tell them the Uncertainty, the 
evident Uncertainty of their Repentances being re- 
ceived, when it is deferred to the laft Moment of 
Life ; that Death-bed Repentances are not worthy 
of that Term, and that no one can be faid fincercly 
to repent, unlefe he has an Opportunity, and doee 
amend his Life; that, indeed, God is a Being of 
infinite Mercy, and that he has great Confidence* 
if they are truly fincere, that their Prayers, tho* 
late, may be received, and plead at the Throne 

of 
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of Grace ; aod further than tbis be ought not, not 
tbovid not, prerome to go» 

The Profecution we were tfius obliged to, of 
thefe Meiif took us up a confidcraUe Time ; and 
it was fcarce finiOied, when a Mefi^e was left at 
my Lodgings, that Mr. Arcber a^d Mr. Sbarpky 
were arrived in Town ; and that, as they could fiay 
but a Week at moft, they begged as muck of my 
Company as' poffible, and defired I woiild meet 
them that very Evening at the Standard Tavern 
in Liicefltr^fiitds. I was quite ovcijoyed at the 
Thoughts of Ceeiog: thefe two dear Friends, whom 
I lovid as much, almdl, as if they had been my 
Fathers. I could sot imagine, however, what 
iNrottght tbem up to Town, and fu(peAed it had 
taiM Rfiiatioii to my A&irs, or that fomewhat 
bad happened ta dieir Sons, more than ordinary^ 
ijnce I bad beard from tbem : So, full of eager £jc- 
pe£btion, begging the Favour of Pr/^'s Company^ 
I batted, as foon as the Hour came, to the Place 
of Appoiotmeott 
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theRefiedbn, and the tedious Toil of acquiring; by 
going over again the flow Methods of Induftry and 
Trade, what he had loft ; and dpecialiy when Love 
intervenes, and points out every tedious Path to our 
Wifbes, asan Injury done tathe beloved Objed, and 
to the Completion of our Hopes and Expectations ; 
and therefore I could eafily excufe, from my Friend's 
Youth, and fanguine Difpoiitkm, his Hazarding 
brmfelf as he had done, feeing, that if a few Years, 
in the Employ he had embarked in, were fpent 
with the ufual Succefs thofe Gentlemen meet with, 
he would find himfelf in a better Situation than he 
could exped to be in, after having fpent hb whole 
Life in Traffic at Home. I even went fo far, 
as to fay, that, fince fome cruel Difappointments 
I had myfelf met with, I had much rather venture 
Abroad, than fettle in my Profeffion in Bnglandj 
where my Ambition would be conftantly checked 
by the Idea that I had loft every Thing in the 
World that could ferve as a Spur to me to undergo 
the neceftary Fatigues of Bufinefsj nor could I 
forbear fliedding Tears at this Conclufion, and the 
Prefence of two Perfons who revived in my Mind 
all the patniuUy pleafmg Tranfadions ofmydif- 
afterous and unfortunate Paffion. They were 
very much moved at this Apoftrophe of Grief, 
which naturally led them to condole with me on 
the Lofs of my Louifa^ which they did in Terms 
that plairfyflbewcd me what anlntcrcft they took 

in 
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in my Welfare. I (hould, fays Mr. Archery hare 
been at a Lots how to have brought this Subject on 
the Carpet, knowing the Senfibiiity you ftill have, 
when it is mentioned, if you had not put me thus 
upon it; but I am able to give you a better Ac- 
count than you have yet received, I believe, of the 
Death of that young Lady, and what happened 
afterwards in her Family, which is fo much altered, 
by the Lofe of her, that you cannot help being 
amazed at the Relation of it. I endeavoured to 
reftrain my Tears, and befought him to proceed, 
which he did, in the following Manner: Sir 
Walter was not prefent at his Dauahtei's Death, 
bat was at York with that Villain the 'Squire, 
in order to the Settlement of fome AfFairs pre- 
vious to the Marriage which he had refolved on 
between lier and that Nephew, and which he had 
tyrannically endeavoured, but in vain, to pro* 
cure her Confcnt to, and had left her, with Me- 
naces of ail that Dtfpieafure and Rage could dic- 
tate, if (he did not comply, at his Return. His 
Sifter, m (ending him the mournful Tidings, let 
him into feme Things in Relation to the 'Squire, 
that immediately induced him to difcard him for 
ever; and he was fo touched with his Daughter's 
Lofs, that be could not bear to vifit the Place of 
her Interment, which was in the Family Vault, at 
7tfaw/i?», where her Mother was alfo depofited, 
for Sir fValier^^ Family, you know, was originally 

of 
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of Somerfttjhirij anj he has nevet attempted t0 
go there fince; for his Sifter was fo much aiFe£ted 
with the Lofs of her Niece, that flie went foon 
after to France^ with an Intent to refide there, the 
Remainder of her Days, after beftowing all the 
hard Epithets that Grief and Anger could fuggeft, 
againft his Cruelty and Barbarity. He has been 
ever fince at his Houfe in Yorkjhiriy and he is fo al- 
tered, that he has quite forfaken his old Diverfions; 
and when I waited upon him to take my Leave, 
and told him of my defigned Rout to London^ he 
fned Tears, and faid, with a melancholy Gefture, 
That perhaps I might then fee poor Joej to whom 
he defired I would give his Love, and tell him he 
was a fevere SufFerer for what he had aSed againft 
him and his Daughter, his dear Louifa j had I 
known, continued he, the Worth of that Youth, 
fo well as I do now, I believe I fhould have con- 
quered my Averfion to his Alliance with my Daugh- 
ter, whom I was fooliOily endeavouring, nay, did 
facrifice, to the Views of one of the worft of Men, 
whom I have fince found out to be, in the loweft 
Degree, bafe.' I can now, alas I make no other 
Recompence, than by affuring him I (hall ever 
efteem him as my own Child ; and pray tell him, 
if I can be of any Ufe to him in his future Con- 
cerns, neither the Inclination, nor the Money, 
fhall be wanting. I was furprifed, you may ima- 
gine, ^t fuch a Declaration i and more fo^ when 

he 
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faeinformed me, that FidtU^ his Daughter's Wait- 
ing-maid, had yielded to his Perfuafions, and the 
Deiires of your Mother, to quit Mrs. Goodwill^ 
and (he is now Sir fFalter^s Houfe-keeper j he 
does nothing without confulting her, and endea- 
vours all he can to compenfate her for the Lois 
tf her kind Lady. She gave me a Letter for you, 
when I left the Houfe, which I have here brought 
you. Upon this he delivered me the Letter, which 
I knew to be Fide/e*s Hand, and which I opened 
haftily, much aftonilhed with what had been told 
me. I found it -as follows : 

Dear Sir, 

I Hope you will excufe the Trouble I am going 
to give you, when you know that my Ob* 
ligations to you, and fome Matters I have to re- 
late, of my late excellent Lady, are my Motives 
for Writing to you. In the firft Place, Sir, let me 
return you my unfeigned Thanks, for the kind and 
genteel Treatment I have received from Mr. Good^ 
will and hisLady, flnce you placed me with them; 
and the Marks of your Favour and Remembrance 
I received, at feveral Times, when I was there, 
which will ever engage the moft grateful Returns 
that {hall be in my Power. You will be furprifed

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more regarded, T, Mlaft, confented; and he hat 
made me ample Amends, by pladng me at the 
Head of his Family, where, however, I have the 
continual Pam of Reflefttng, by al! the Ol^cdls be^ 
fore me, upon our great and hreparable Lofa in 
the Death of my dear young Lady, which no^ 
body but yourfelf could fctl fo tenderly as I did* 
Sir ff^aber has taken on very grievoufly for my 
Miftrefs's Lofs, and is fo changed, that, if anyone 
were to fay an ill Thing of you in the Family, he 
wouM immedHitely lofe his Favour. I have ga* 
thered feveral Things from him, at Times, which 
I ihall acquaint you of, if ever I have theHappinefs 
to fee you again j but two Things I cannot now 
difpenfe with myfelf from telling you: He has, 
with the utmoft Concern, told me that the 'Squire 
led him into a Scheme that was, in the End, fatal 
to Mifs Lmi/a^ which wa« to propagate a Story in 
Somerfeffhire^ that he had killed you in a Duel; 
and, after that Report, fhe never held up her Head 
again. He has likewife, fmce that, been rnformed, 
by one of the *Squire*s Attendants, of his Ufage 
of you in the Road to Mr. Gffodwilrsy and his 
having attacked your Life by Ruffians, near his own 
Scat : All which confpired, with his Regard to my 
Lady's Memory, to render him fo diflafteful to his 
Uncle, that he has forbid him ever entering his 
Doors, or appearing any where where he is ; and 
has refolvcd never to give hhn a Penny more than 

he 
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!ie caa help. He is retired to a Uctle £ftate he has 
near D.omqft/ir^ full of Spleen and RefcnCinent, to 
brood over the Villainies be haji conimitfied, and 
the fine Profpeds he has lofl^ I pray Hoaven, Sir, 
to protedl and piiofper you, and to enable you to 
overcome your Diftra&ion of Mind. From

The Circumftances of this Letter called up all 
my Griefs afrefli ; and I bemoaned my Lofs in fo 
tenderly affefling a Manner, mingledj every now 
and then, with fuch Motions of Rage, and Vows of 
iflevengCj againft the Author of my Unhaiipinefs, 
Aat my Friends were at the greateft Lofs how to. 
calrft my' Tranfports. 1 even raved againft Sir 
H^alter himfelf, for a blind, ftupid, infenfible 
Wretch, \^ho merited ten Thoufand Times more 
Tortures thart he had, or was likely to fuffer; 
curflng him, in the bltterefi Terms, and wifliing 
sril the Plagues tip6n his Head that could be men- 
tioned, hoping, with Shah/pear^ 

i ■■■ fa a Thoufand Knees ^ 
Ten thoufand Years together^ naked^ filft^^^ 
IJponfome barren Mountain^ andjiill fflnter^ 
In Storm perpetual^ would not move the Gods 
To look what JVay he was. 

When I Jia4 dms Tented ali ^t my D<^ur 
C 2 and 
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and Rage could fuggeft, I yielded to the Supplica* 
tions of my three Friends, and became more com- 
pofed; butftill, every now and then, the filent 
Tear would trickle down my Cheek, and the 
buriling Sigh rend my very Bofom in Twain. 

We fpcnt the Remainder of the Evening in a 
very agreeable Manner ; and, as my Friends were 
not provided with a Lodging, I prevailed upon them, 
the one to accept of Part of a Bed with me, and 
the other with Mr. Prigy who was quite fmitten 
with their Converfation, and earnefily dcfired as 
great a Share of their Company) as he could have^ 
during their Stay in Town. 

I could by no Means bring myfclf to go dowa 
into York/hire^ I was too much difordered, even 
upon the leaft Mention of my deareft Louifa^ to 
venture myfelf where every Place, every Face I 
faw, would revive all that Flow of Sorrow and 
Anxiety, that was at prefent fomewhat flifled, by 
the Endeavours of my Friends, and my own» 
and the frequent Change of Company and Place, 
I, on Purpofe, indulged myfelf in; fo that I wrote 
my Father Word, I would wait in Town for his 
wi(hed -for Arrival; giving him fuch Reafons fo^ 
my Refolution, as he muft be very well fatisfied 
with. 

'Twas with great ReluAance, after ten Days 
Stay in London^ in which I conftantly accompanied 
them, and frequently carried them to Mr. Diapir^s 

Country- 
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Country-Houfe, who niacin diem heartily welcome, 
as well 00 his Son's Account as mine, chat I parted 
with our two Friends, who* having finilbed the 
Bufinefs that brought them up, to their Satisfadion* 
fet out for Torkjhin^ and Mr. Prig aqd myfelf ac- 
companied them twenty or thirty Miles out o^ 
l^ndm^ where we took a very aiFedionate Fare- 
well* Soon after, I was alfo robbed of another 
agreeable Companion, in my Friend Prig^ who 
was obliged to go on a Journey, into the Weft <f 
England^ on fome Law Affairs, which he imagined 
Would employ him between three and four Months ^ 
and now I was left too much to my own Reflec- 
tions, which I indulged in all their baneful Ra- 
vages over my Soul, and gave Way to all the di^- 
tra£ting Gloom they occafioned ; whole Days I 
ufed to (hut myfelf up in my Chamber, and give 
a Loofe to my Complaints and Tea^s, for the 
Death of my poor Lotdfoj whofe lovely Image was 
ever before my Eyes, and whofe Accents hung upon 
my Ears. Mr. Deacon took Notice of this Alte* 
ration, with Concern, and began to call more fre- 
quently upon me, and took me out to his Societies, 
where, indeed, fometimes the very comical Ab- 
furdity of the Company would draw a Smile from 
me, and chace away an uneafy Thought ; but I 
wanted my dear Diaper^ whofe kind Reafonings, 
and confoling Arguments, could only have been 
eiFedtual enough to have made me more patient 
C 3 ' and 
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;md cafy. In ihoit, I began to be a Torment txL 
myklfy and a Pain to eveiy body aboat me. 
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He takes to Drinking.^^Mr. Deacon i«rj, *)p 
^bbicb be is invohed in a fad Scrape. — ^ 
He is arrefted, — Carried to the Spunging-» 
Houfe. — His treatment tbere. — Remove^ 
bimjelf^ by Habeas Corpus, to the Fleet* 
— i//> Motives for doing fa.. 

TH £ ftupid Languor of my Mind^ and the 
continual Perturbation of my Spirits, which: 
were ince^tly barrafled in this Manner, at lengths 
brought me into a State of downright InfenfibtTity i 
«nd I went, as it were, mechanically, to fbme 
Club or other, every {Evening, where I contra£leds 
a Habit of Drinking, than which nothing chuld 
be more low and degrading. I ran into the Strain 
of their Difcoqjfe, and felt a Kind of Relief fro(n 
myfelf^ and a Pleafure in faying Things nothing at 
all to the Purpofe; and, when Wine or Beer could 
not fuffice to allay my Uneafinefs, f had Recourfe 
to Dranis, which grew fo habitual to me, that I 
kept a private Bottle in my Chamber ; to which I 
ufed to apply fo frequently, that it was a Mercy 
I did not fell myfelf. Could any Creature be 
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more falkn I but, in fboit, AmtilkA» mi evtfj 
other Incentive lo Life, and Prmk^wotAj Ac- 
tions, weredefunA in me ; and, in tiie foic Reflec* 
ffion that I had loft L$kijifj I was 'dead to aoj Ac<- 
qoifition of Name, Fortune, or Happineis* .Ofat- 
koMT wretdied a Situation was this \ and tl» Force 
rf thcfe hellifli Cordiak, foon expired, left me in 
a worfe State than before, which could only be 
mended by a Repetition of the fame fi^ttious 
Spirits. 

I was thus loft, when, one Morning, poor Mr. 
DmccHj who, as I faid before, was too great a Vo« 
tary to the Bottle, dro(^ed down dead in hit 
Compting-Houfe, with a fuddcn Fit of the Apo* 
plexy : He had reeeired dme Jotim^Cions before, 
&ai he was going to be ftibjeft to that dnradliil 
Difonkr, aod had relblved, over and over, lo drink 
lefi than he ufed to do ; bat had not had Power 
enough to break bb Habit of Evening Debauchcsy 
to which he thus fell a Sacrifice. 

I was much concerned at the Death of fo worthy 
a Man, who was a peHeA Adorer of my Father, 
arui, on that Account, had been a good Friend to 
me; but I foon found, to my Cofl-, that, by a 
Piece of Imprudence we bad both been guilty of, 
I was like to be a greater Sufferer by his Deccafe,. 
dian I was aware of. 

Mr. Deacon^ about two Months iince, had a 

very large Demand for Money; and hia Affaua

were fo fituated, at that Time, that he ^ould not 
command fo much as he wanted, by 600/. Hia 
Friendihip wkb my Father, and that which fub*. 
filled between him and me, made all his Concerns 
known to me ; and I fooitihly o&red to* give him 
my Note for fo much, which, as 1 was weH known 
to have ferved my Time to Mr. Diapsr^ and to he 
going into Trade for myfelf^ and my Father to be 
a Man in very good Circumfiances, he might cafily 
get the Sum he wanted upon : This, tho' an AfFait 
that ought to be very cautiouily trianfaSed, was 
what I had known to be very common in the City^ 
upon fuch Emergencies; and I did not doubt Mr*. 
Z)/tfiW« Honour, wha was rich, and who proniifed 
me to take it up, before it became due -^ fo that 
I took no counter Security from him, and confided 
intirely in his Integrity and Dlfcretton, forgetting 
the excellent Maxims I had imbibed in mjr Appreii^ 
ticeihip, of kaving nothing of that Nature to 
Chance, or the Accidents of Death or Sicknefs^ 
Mr. Deaton was, I am perfuaded, a very honed 
Man ; but fomehow or other, not being able to 
take up my Note, as foon as due, had called on the. 
Perfen who had it in his Poffleffion, and made 
him eafy, by appointing a Time of Payment; 
fo that I thought the Affair quite over, when bis. 
fudden Death betrayed to me that he had not paid 
it, and it was fiill in the fame Hands : What to do 
I could not teU ; I waited on Mr. Deacsn^s Brother^

whowas hisvfole Heir and Executor; but, being a 
mercenary, felfifli Wretch, he pretended his Bro« 
ther had left no Minute of the Affair any where 
amongft his Books and Papers ; and flatly refufed 
to believe what I related, or to pay me the Money | 
and, after all I could fay, I was forced to leave him, 
venting fuch Reproaches only, as my Ang^r and 
Refentment di£bted to me to make Ufe of* I 
thought this as mortifying a Stroke as any Man 
could meet with, thus to be trapped, before he be- 
gun the World, by his Good-nature aAd Gra- 
titude, out of 600 /• befides, I had not the Money 
to pay it, and my Reputation was likely to fufFer 
upon the Occafion. I was quite afihamed to men- 
tion it to Mr, Diaper'^ and, as to my Father, I re- 
folved, if I could not get Time for the Payment, 
to undergo any Thing, rather than make him ac- 
quainted with it I and it was a great Misfortune 
to me, that Prig was out of Town, who was mod 
capable of ad vifing me in fuch an Affair; for as to 
the Clerk he had left in bis Chambers, he was a 
mere Gretn-bern. I was refolved therefore to keep 
out of the Way, as the Perfon who had the Note 
was very vociferous in demanding the Money; fo 
that I did not fiir from my Lodging for near a Fort- 
night; but, as ill Luck would have it, I expeded 
one Morning a Porter from an Inn, with fome 
Prefents from Mr. Goodwill^ which I was obliged, 
inrCivility, to receive; and, in the Interim, the 
C 5 Maid 
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Maid of the Houfc came up to my Chambff, to 
fet me know a Porter below had brought me as 
Letter, and fomething in a Bafket, whon> I im- 
mediate^ ordered lip ; but my Blood was congealed* 
iamy Veins almoft,. when, prefcntiTrg the Letter, 
which was all a Sham, he told me he had a Warrant 
againft me, at the Suit of Mr. Vuhttre^ the Money* 
fcrivener;. and immediately three or four more 
villainous Countenances, yiwr«w«wiV,> bounced: 
into the Apartment. I found it was as vain, as im- 
prudent, to refift, and, putting on a tranquil Air, 
^fired to know where they propofcdf to carry me ?^ 
Sir, replies the Chief of them, my Lock-up Houfi^ 
b in Graf i Inn Lan$y where you will be as much 
at your Eafe as at Home; fo ordering a Coach to- 
be called, and giving proper Dircftions to my 
Landlord, if any body ertq.uired,I fafFcred myfelf to. 
be condu£ted to the aforefaid Place o^ faha Cuf* 
todia, I was put, at my Entrance, into a Room,. 
where werefeveral Prtfoners, of both Sexes, fome 
airily fmging and talking, others ftupid, and fuW 
of Defpair, at their Misfortunes j but aU feemingly 
agreed in this, that Drinking was a Cure for their 
Maladies. A« foon a& the Officer hacMeft me, one 
of them advanced, and \tty facetioufly welcomed 
me to my new Quarters, where he faid he had been 
feveral Times; and, feeing me look fomewhat dull^ 
bid me not mind ir,. one half* of the World had 
been there already, and the other niuft comte there 
3.. foon ;, 
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feon; come Sir^ we muft have your Patting^ 
and! when your (ytf/rs a little l>rokey jcni^II be 
eaQr. I a(ked him what he meant by my Fniingf 
Only Two and Sixpence for a Bowl of Punch, which 
is what we all pay at our Entrance into this noble 
Society, Sir, and you look too much like a Gen<« 
tleman to di/pure the Cuflcm. I immediately 
gave him the Two and Sixpence^ and a Bowl waa 
brought in, which was foon fucked up by my Af» 
ibciatcs, who then became very curious and inqui-* 
fitive to know my Bufinefs, and the Occaiion of 
my being bunii^ as they called my b^ing arretted. 
Thad no Mind to fatisfy them, nor indeed did I 
reliAi their Company ; but immediately had a Mefr 
ienger called, to fend a Note by to Mr. Brifi^ 
Mr. Prr;f*s Clerk, that I might have a lUtle Ad^ 
vice. Mean Time the Offcer ba4 inliQlftlcd Ip 
the Keeper of the Houfe, that I was a warm 
Hand, and flufbof C^/, as I afterwards heard; fo 
that became^ with a gneat many Bows and Scrapes, 
and told me, if I pkafed, I might have a Room to 
myfelf, if I did not cbufe fo much> Company. I 
told bim I b4d much rather to be alone \ toy taking 
Leave of my ne^ Acqi^aintance^ he ufhered me in- 
to an Apartmejituptwo Pair of Stairs, where he 
locked me in,, and left m^ to my Meditations. I 
was, indeed, barrafied,. by my uneafy Thoughts, 
to forne Purpofe, and nev^r was feen fo forlorn a 
Wr«tcb|. my former Sufferings, and my prefcnt 
C6 . Djftrcfsj 
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Diftrefs, combined together to make me exqai- 
Ately unhappy. I had now the Idea of the Pkin 
and Regret I (hould give my Father, whofe Re- 
proaches, for my Want of Conduft and Prudence, 
were ever in my Eais, and made me perfedly difr 
traded : At length Mr. Bnjk came, who relieved 
me from my prefent Pertttrbalion, by his Prefence. 
He wiflied his Mafier had been at Home, who, by 
backing the Warrant, would have given me 7 ime 
to put in Bail ; but as that could not now be done, 
confidering the exorbitant Expence I muft be at 
where I was, he advifed me lo remove myfelf to the 
Fliet^ till he came to Town, which, in the £nd^ 
would fave me Money ; and he gave me fuch 
an Idea of tbat Prifon, that I could not help think- 
ing it far preferable to the Dungeon Life I led 
at prefent, and was likely to do if I continued at 
the Spunging'houfi any longer; fo I agreed to 
what he faid, and gave him the neceflary Money to 
procure me an Habeas Corpus for my Removal. 
I had luckily above twenty Guineas by me, at 
the Time of my Arreft, which, infome Meafure, 
fijpported my Spirits ; and now I had taken my 
Refolution, methought I was eafier, when the 
Officer came into my Apartment, to whom I im« 
parted what I had done» He fcemed quite cha- 
grined, and put on a deal of ill Humour upon it, 
no doubt, expelling me to renew the Writ, and, 
for the Sake of avoiding a Gaol> ply him continuaMy 
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With Civility-money, to permit me to remain 
where I was. He faid the PJaiotiff* would take 
any Bail, and was furprized I would go to the F/eet, 
which he reprefented* in the moft (hocking Colours 
to me; Jsut I was prepared for him, and, the four 
and twenty Hours not being expired, I knew he 
could not carry me to the County Gaol, Newgate^ 
before my Habeas Corpus would be taken out, and 
then I. was fecure from the difappointed Rage of 
thcfe inhuman Gentry : However, my Good -na- 
ture operated fa ftrongly, that I gave him Half a 
Guinea, at which his Brow began to fmooth ; and^ 
afiuming another Tone, he told me he would do 
any Thing to ferve me ; that I was happy to have 
fallen into his Hands, who was a Gentleman that 
had been reduced, by Misfortunes, to accept of 
his prefent Employ ; that many of his Brethren 
would have carried me ta Newgate j upon the firft 
Mention of an Habeas ; but as to him, he was a 
Man who did-^not love- to prey upon Gentlemen 
under Trouble. AH that he faid was backed 
by the Man of the Houfe y and I could not help 
calling for a Bowl of Punch,, to reward them for 
their Civility. At Night I went to Bed, about 
Ten o'clock, but flept little ; and, about Ten the 
next Morning, Mr. Brijk brought me News> my 
Habeas would be ready at Night, which made me 
very eafy, for I longed to be in a State of more 
Liberty. As foon as he was gone, the Officer came 

in> 
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m* and, taking me afide» told me he believed t6v 
Plaintiff was a four, ill-tempered Felbw ; and, if 
I would give him five Guineas, heW put in Bail 
above, that fhould jufttfy their being worth i q^oooL 
tho' one was a Broomfiick-maker, ind I might gor 
about my Bufinefi, where I wottid ; but that, if I wa»^ 
obliged to flay publickly in Londonj.1 mighrdap iiv 
a fVrit of ErroTj and fight him ofF for a Twelve- 
month. I was aftonifhcd at the Roguery of this 
Sett of Men; and tho* it was not proper for m& 
to reprove him, X conceived (b hearty a Diflike to 
thefe wicked, incroaching Inftruments of the Law^ 
that I would fooner fufier an Injury, at any Time^ 
than employ them : To both PlaintifFand Prifoner 
they will be equally unjuft ! Gain is the God they 
worfiiip ! and FlI venture to %, There is not one- 
laan Hundred that has either Honour or HonefLy. 

At Night I experienced the Extortion of fuch 
infernal Haufcs, and was charged three Shillings folr 
my Bed, two Shillings for Firing, and five Shillings 
extraordinary,, for occupying the. Room by myfelf;. 
which, with what my Dinners^ Suppers, and Li* 
quofs, came to, in their Way of Reckoning, 
amounted, for the Day and an Half I (laid there^ 
to forty Shillings, and upwarxis, befide the Half 
Guinea I gave the Officer: Yet this is fuffercd iti 
a Country fubjed to the beft Laws, and whera 
we boaft fo much of our Liberty, and the Piivi* 
kges^of Englijhmml 

Mr.. 
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Mr. Brijk^ 2iTipJli^^ and the BaiRff^ attend- 
ed me to a Judge's Chambers, from whence^, the 
ulual Forms complied with, we were fet down at 
the Prlfongate about Nine o'Clock at Night, and 
-were imm^iately uQieied into lile Lodgej where a 
vough-hewn Fellow, ftaring roe hiW in the Face^ 
and Teeming to devour me with hk Kyes, demand- 
ed two Shillings as hi»Fee, telling me, he was the 
Head turnkey : I complied with his Demand, bein^ 
advifed before by Brifk^ as alfo in paying a Com- 
pliment of a Bottle of Wine to the reft of his CoU 
kague$, who welcomed me to the College, as they 
called it, with great Mirth and Jollity, I alfo paid* 
the Mafter's-Side Fee, and had a Room promifed' 
me that very Night at the Rate of two ShilJings^ 
and Sixpence per Week, ready furniftied* 

I was the more ready to go to the Fleets from- 
the Confideration that I (hould there be more fe* 
cret than at a Spunging-hsufe^ and bad conceived 
a Notion that it was a Place where few People of 
Confequence were fecn to enters but in this I wa» 
miftakeO) I afterwards found j for a Fair^ compara- 
tively fpeakingj could not have a greater Refort of 
Perfons of all Sorts than this Place,, where I was- 
every Minute known by fomc body or other. A* 
gain, I imagined, when my Father came to Lon* 
don^ and faw me there, he would be more ready,, 
after fuch ^x faux pas ^ as I had been guilty of, to 
gratify my Inclination of going Abroad. I thought 
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I had Money cneugh to fubfift me till his Arrival, 
for I had been informed, that every Thing was 
very cheap in this Place, and that a Man could 
£ad few Opportunities of fpending Money there; 
in which I was alfo deceived, as the Sequel will de- 
jnonftrate, for I believe, by fuch a Number of 
People, more Money is hardly ever fpent Abroad, 
there not only being all the Incentives to Luxury 
and Extravagance, but almoft an Obligation to 
comply with them : However, I was now in it, 
and it was in vain to think of a fudden Retreat ; 
fo, following Mr, Bri/k^we entered thcHoufe, and 
were introduced to a pretty commodious Coffee^ 
roomy where, at feveral Tables, were many well- 
drefled Perfons, regaling themfelves vt^ith Variety*

TT7 E had not been fervcd with the Bowl of 
^^ Punch we called for, before feveral Fel- 
lows, moft of whom I had taken Notice of in the 
Lodgiy came in» one after another, upon diffe- 
rent Errands, and ftaring me for feme Time ear* 
ifeflly in the Face, and feemmg to meafure my 
very Height, went out again : I exprefled my Sur« 
prife at fuch Treatment, at which the Gentlemen, 
who were moft of them Prifoners, I found, feem- 
ed very much diverted, and informed me, they 
came to paint rm^ by which I afterwards under- 
flood was meant to take fuch an Obfervation of 
my Perfon and Features, as might make me kno«*a 
to them, if ever I came to the Jig^ for fo they 
call one of the inner Gates of the Prifon ; and, in».' 
deed, without fome fuch Obfervation, it would be 
impofljble to prevent Efcapcs amongft fuch a Num- 
ber of People as are here confined. Thefe Fel-

in the Infideof the Place. The Man, that kept 
fbe C^ii^roomy being a very pragmatic faucjr 
FeUow^ we agreed to adjourn lo another Scene, 
apyd fee^wha^ Jbiptert^inqMflX. we could meet with 
in the 7^^ or Cellar^ to wbkb we ilefcen^iled by a 
Staircafe ) and upon my Entrance from the Black- 
nefs and Darknefs of the Walls, and the low Ceil- 
ings, I imagined I was entering the TempU of 
Motocby and the Buz and promiftuous Noifeof the 
Guefta and the DfaWera p^t me » Mind of the 
Hurry and Coofufion between P«eks in a firfl Rate 
J4an of W4ir. Sacb a mot^ Cicw of jovial Beiiigv 
fiire, never were fccn a^f where el(e s for my Part 
I forgot I was in a Pkuee of Confi»emeot, and be* 
g^ to think I was entering Tim £iia;?'a, or a Booth: 
in BartlMkmmh Fair : Sooie wne ni feriout Debate 
on Matters of hig^ Import, as how to ciicumvcnit^ 
their Creditors, and efcape the Jaws of-the Gaol p 
others were cur fing the remorfeiefs Wretches, who 
had fuffered them to linger out fo many Yeats \nf 
Mifery and Dlftrefs, without any View or Prof- 
ped, but that of fatiating their Inhumanity. 
Many were dancing from Box to Box, with all the 
Antics of Madmen ; and thefe I foon difcovcred 
Were the Wits, who caiifed redoubled Peals of 
Laughter at every Thing they (laid or did. Some 
were drunk, others half^^farunk and quarrelling^ 
ipoic eatiAg^ fame drinking^ aod, in ihort, where* 

ever 
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€vcr you caft your Eyes, you difcovered liede thai 
could berpeak the Objeft of yoar View at aR 
Couched with their CondWons. The Landlord^ 
perceiving that we were Strangers, accomodat- 
ed iM with a Box, tiftcr fotne little Time, and we 
called for a Tanktrd of Beer ; and prefently all the 
Company was up in Arms to fee the new Prifoner, 
and many, with a familiar Air, (hook me by the 
Hand, and told me, they were glad to fee me 
there, where, if I had Money, I might live as 
well as ever I did in my Life. This grew tire- 
ibme to me, and Brijk^ having been there before^ 
afked, if we coald not procure a Room ? Upon 
"which we were (hewed to one, which was as hand*- 
fome as one in a Tavern, in which were only two 
grave4ooldng Gentlemen, who I found were alfo. 
Prifoners ; one of them Sir WiUiam Fatler^ a Ba- 
ronet, and the other Dr. Diagnofllc^ a Phyfician, 
who both appeared to be Men of Senfe, and ex- 
prefl&d a great Concern at feeing me there. We 
called for a Bottle of Wine, and had fome fmalf 
Matter for Supper, wliich was brought in by a< 
Man Cook, who was as great an Oddity, in Per-, 
fbn and Behaviour, as ever I had feen. Sir JVit- 
Uam and the Doctor drank with us, at my Requeft, 
and entertained us with the Hiftory of the Place^ 
and the Charafierof the chief Perfons in it; and, 
amongft the reft, told me,^. there was one Mr. S/>^-*. 
ctilj/fy who was a very clever Man, but had beha- 
ved: 
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ved fo arrogantly and overbearingly^ that he wa^ 
imivorfally defpifed by all his FcUow-prifoners tit 
g^neraL Then they caotioned me againft lending 
Money, and advifed me to keep as much above 
Stairs in my own Apartment as poffible, which I

Rooms for more; upon which Sir fFilliam faid,^ 
he would fee if he could find any body in the 
Tap-room that would oblige hinS) and prevent his 
Journey; feeing this, and thinking them very ho- 
ned Gentlemen, I pulled out a Crown, and beg* 
ged they would not be at a Lofs, fince I could^ 
oblige them : With fome Difficulty they accepted 
the Favour, promifing Payment next Morning; 
but I never heard of it again, and foon after found 
they were notorious, both of them,, for borrowing 
and never returning what they borrowed » This 
indeed is the Curfe of this Place, and a Man fliould 
never carry about him more than enough for his 
own Ufe; for, if he does, he's fure to have Cuftom- 
Cf" ' ^ make it away too.

new Apartment. Guefi my Surprise, when pa(^ 
ling thro' a narrow Kind of Paflage, which ftunk 
moft abominably, and which I underflood after- 
wards was called Mount Scoundret^ I was introdu- 
ced to a iittle Room, that I prefume had been, fome 
twenty Years before, white-wafhed, but now was 
fo black, and the Wails fo decayed, that the Light 
pervaded it in feveral Places, and, at the Top, I 
had thro* feveral Cracks a dear View of the azure 
Sky: A fordid Bed, covered with Horfe-cloths 
rather than Blankets, and a Rug that had received 
many a gorgeous party-coloured Patch, which 
fiimed to fpeak Variety of Writcbtdmfs % a Grate, 
confiding of three worn-out crooked Bars } a Chair

I was <nei by (he Do&or I bad fup* 
ped with the over Night, who fliewed me aH its 
Avenues, and read me a long^Ledure, to convince 
me how neceflary Exercife was in this Place to 
preferve Health ; particu>ar]y recommending Fi%)ii^ 
for that Purpofe, at which I feon tmderftood the 
Doctor was a DsJ^tec^ .and p'artly got his Living 
by it. 

To a thinking Man, who exercifes his reafon- 
ing Faculties, nothing can be more irkfome than 
fuch a miferable State of Exigence as this in a Gaol^ 
and however Neceffity, or Avarice and Difhonefty^' 
may form a Kind of artificial £afe and TranquiU 
lity in fome Breads, yet Signs of Horror and Re^ 
gret will fometimes break forth firom them, whe-^ 
ther they give Way to it or no. Can there be a 
more horrible Situation, than to labour under this^ 
dvil Impidimifitj and to tdieA that you are cut 
off from the Race of Mankind^ as a Defiroyer of 

your 
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your Neighbour's Property, and as it were borieil 
^kki ffom all RemtwolxMcxi Dteadfvi Thougki\ 
which can be equalled bf none but tbofe of the 
remorfeiefs Creditor^ who uader the San^iM of 
Laws^ too much abtiTedy (hall daily, hourly, be* 
come the Torturer of fofiie unhappy honeft Fa«* 
mily, whofe Misfortunes only have rendered them 
infolvent: Yet fuch there are, who, in our Church 
Service, every Day ftill repeat, Fcrghg ns ^ur 
Dehu^ as we ff^gwe our DehUfs. filafphemous 
Impiety ! execrable Murderers ! wifely has the Le- 
gfflature, irom Time to Time, relieved, at certain 
Periods, the fufering guiklers Cneature from thefe 
flierci^efs Bonds ! 

In the Fle^ I fooHid Perfons of all Ranks, all 
Profeffions^ and almoft ail SeJigions, ahd there 
can be no Lofs of agreeable Companions for Men 
of every Tafte. Some have taken Shelter here fo 
fave the Fortunes for themfelves or their Heirs, 
which ought to be given up to the ruined Credi-^ 
tors ; nuonberlers Families fuiFering by fuch Vil-« 
lainies: Others have been caught, and fixed here, 
after a Train of iuccefyful Rogueries, bringing in 
the Spoils of Hundreds ; but the greatefl Number 
are thofe unhappy Ones I hinted at before, whofe 
Cafe is greatly, fmccreJy to be pitied. The honeft 
Man here droops and pines, Defpair and Death 
are fcen in his Face, and he deplores his Misfor- 
tunes ! The othefs Me, in a Round of Drinking, 

Riot, 
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Riot, and Debauchery, all Senfe of Shame and all 
Compunction for their Crimes,* and make tlietr 
Piifon a veritable Hell, to thofe about them, more 
ferious, more corapofed. 

Juft Heaven! when will the Mifsful Time ar* 
nve, that Man, thy Subftitute below, fliall cea(e 
to tear and rend his Fellow-creature ! (hall ceafe 
to be defigning, cruel, bafe, and a£t in every 
Thing confident with his Nature and his Make 1 
Lions their Fellow-lions ne^r devour, and Tigers 
love their Kind ! Each Savage, prouling thro' the 
howling Defect, with fiery Eyes and baneful Glare, 
in Search of needful Prey, fttll fpares his Likenefs^ 
wars not on his Brother ! but Man, ungrateful for 
the every Bleffing thou haft on him beftowed, with 
ruthlefs Ravages deforms his Soul, and triumphs 
in his Neighbour's Wretchednefs 3 nor feels the 
pitying Thought, nor iheds the melting Tear, 
for other's Woes !

I fell foon frofn this Height into the 4noft dire* 
ful Diftrefs; my Money was gone, and now I em- 
ployed, for fome Time, one of <he Runners to 
carry, frcnn Time to Time, myCloafhs, Watch, 
and other valuable Things to the Fawn-brokers^ 
to fupport Life, ? had moft of iny Thin^ from 
my Lodgings, and afew 'Wedc« ftripped rtie to 
one Coat, two Shirts, a Pair of Breeches, Stock-i 
ings and 'Shoes ; but I ^IrH kept Up fome Appear- 
ances, and frequented the irfual Clubs. I was ob« 
Jiged to refrain even that in a few Days longer, and 
couid go no more to the Ordinary, having already 
a Kcore at the Tap, of which the Landlord gavd 
me many mortifying Items. I ihooled about, and 
picked up a Dinner here and there, in the Prifon ; 
and more than a fcore Times h^ve gone the wholg^ 
Day without Nouriflimentj fo that I became a 
mere Skeleton. I once kept to my Room, and, for- 
a^hole Week, or ten Days, lived upon Bread and 

Water, 
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Water, obftinately refolving not to impart my Di* 
ftrefs to any one, -but to wait with Patience till 
n>}rFa£her'» Airiral, wUbhl now ejipefied in a 
very little Tisie, the Platntiff^having ^abdlemo/agHinft 
me, andrefufing all Terms of Acoonunodatiom 
And at this Time Q>y former -Griefs revived in my 
Mind^ with redoubled Impetuofity | and my Louifa^ 
ileeping or waking, haunted my Soul, and fwam 
btfore my Eyes, in all her torturing, lovely Charms; 
but Lmfa loA and gone for ever ! I had no Sports 
or Company to divert my cruel Refle£Upns ; and all 
my old Affiliates, perceiving the Gsfme was up 
with me, foribdcme, wkbout vouchfo£ng even to 
fpealio ;me, when we nta^t* SfuuUft^ indeed, two 
or thoee Times ioviMl one to Diintler ; but I was 
not ft far iccoocikd to Bafefielb, ^ ^ wtct^ any 
ftirther F^vottrs of a Mafi, I <kmld^tftit but recol- 
\tSt fo many mortifying Oceurreftces <>U Often a 
Bifket and a Dram of Geneva, tdgetlier with 
the Water <i:om the Pumps, maAe thy Repaft for 
four and twirmy H^urs ) aiM I wiflied ^e^arndlly for 
Death, to hid^ my Shame, dnd temiidM6 my Grief 
and Miferies at oAce.

as to Join In Scenes of Riot and Debauchery, and

and, by an unvoluntary Motion, fell on my Knees,. 

at the Side of his Bed, an* put up earneft Petitions' 

' for Mercy and Compaffion, from the ofiended Au*- 

thor of his Being, in Terms that furprifed every 

body about us ; and, before I rofe, he was no more T 

— but gave up the Ghoft^ a placid Smile being vi- 

fible on his Countenance. 

This was the End of poor SpecuUJly a Man, wJio, 
if he had rightly managed his great Talents, wduld 
have been a Bleffing to his Friends, and an Orna- 
ment to his Country ; but over-bearing Vanity and 
Luft brought him thus to a'gloomy P/ifon, and, by 
an infeftious Diftemper, caught there, to an un- 
timely Grave ! May that be the End of his Suf- 
ferings. 

I had fulfilled near three Months in this Con- 
finement^ wherc^ every Thing confpired, wirti my 

Sorrows^ 
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Sorrows, to rob me esi^ly of any ReliOi for 
Life ; aad wafi now reduced to foiad a Scate,^that my 
remaining Cloatbs hard)y fufficed to cover my Na- 
kednefs, and my Toes peeped Aro' the yawning 
Chafms Time had made in my Shoes 5 fo that I 
could not ftir out of my Room, and was almoft 
flarved. In this Dilemma all my Woes returned 
upon me with repeated Vioknce ; and, having no 
Books of any Account left,^ my Time was fpent 
merely in the moft bitter Reftefiionp,. and the moflr 
cruel Sighmgs and Groanings of an affit<Sed Spirits 
Sometimes I vented my Sorrows in poetic Strains,^ 
where I endeavobred to warble forth my Com- 
plaints, and the Beauties of my adorable Lauifa*^ 
Bothing giving the Soul a greater Turn to Numbers^ 
Ihan fo Hjclancholy, fo tender a Situation, as I was 
ki. Apiongft many fach Eflays, I have fele£le4 
the following, which will truly piS^rife the Coa'-^ 
dition of my Mind at this Time :

my Arrival, overcame me almoft with Careflcs 5 
IJut, when {he had heard my Story, flie lifted up 
h*er Hands and Eyes j and faid,. If her Son Was tOr 
icnoW it, (he believed he would go diftrafted ! and- 
blamed me greatly for not afling. with more Re- 
gard to myfelf, by letting my Friends know my 
Diftrefs ; declaring (he would have made away 
with her Plate^ if it could not have been done 
without, rather than have fuffercd me to continue 
jii Prifon a Minute, At Supper,, talking about the 
Place we juft came from, I acquainted Mr. Diaper 

with 
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vnih the Death of poor Specuff/fy and the Manaer 
of it, which- occafioned a great many curious and 
iifcful Refledions, on all Hands ; but what mod 
ittnprifes me> is to fee Sir fFslKam PatUr {o defli- 
tute of Friends, fays my Father j tho* indeed, wbcii 
wccometo-confidcr all Things, it is not fo ftrange 
neither ; fer he has, to be fure, been a very indif- 
creet and unhap^ Man ; and the PaflTages, I re- 
collet of his Life, are a remarkable Leflbn of Pru- 
dence to Mankind. I a(ked^ him to relate what he 
knew of that Gentleman, which, being backed 
by Mi*. Diaper^ and the two Ladies, he did im* 
mediately, tjo the following Efi^ft :

MY Acquaintance with this Gentleman com- 
menced at the Unherfity^ where he was at 
that Time a Student, as well as myfelfj Sir WiUlam 
fieing of Emanuel^ and t of St. yobrCs ; and has beenf 
Continued, till within nine or ten Years ; when 
his various Misfortunes and Diltrefles fo altered 
Him, that he fought other Friends, of a different 
Stampffom thofe Kebeforeaflbciated with. You will 
obferve, in the Anecdotes Tarn going to give you of 
this Gentleman's Hiftory^ that the.greate(l Talents, 

the 
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the fined Opportunities of rtfing in Life, are of no 

Avail, if a little worldly Prudence, or Care to keep 

up Appearances, and a little Self-Intereft alfo, for 

a little is undoubtedly laudable^ mingle not in our 

Anions. 

Sir ffWiam was defcended from a collateral 
Branch of one of the noblefl and mod antient Fa- 
milies, in the North of Scotiand\ the Heads of 
which, being dipped in a late Rebellion againft the 
Prince on the Throne, were obliged to forfake their 
native Country, but, however, at prefent, make the 
brighteft Military Figures in a neighbouring Go- 
vernment 5 one of them being allowed to be as con- 
fummate a General Officer as any in Europe. He 
was tall, and well made, had a great deal of Viva^ 
city and Spirit, atfd a finiflied Education, which t 
aflure you, you now bi/t. iJ^fctt&e Remains of: His 
Name and Family %?.9is|Jii^* 'him into the World, 
with great Advan4age^;-aih(i, tho' his paternal Eft ate 
was very fmall, he might, from his Knowledge of 
the World, and Adroitnefs in the Management of 
public Affairs, have expefted very great Encou* 
ragement from the People then at the Helm in the 
latter End of the Reign of her late Majefty Queen 
Anne\ but juft as he came to Londofij for good, 
(he died ; and thofe Friends, who were likely to 
affift his Rife, were out of Play. Soon after he 
flood Candidate to reprefent his native Borough in 
Parliament J, but was oppofed by a Courtier of

great Diftindion, who, by procuring a Number of 
hoaorary Freemen to be made« carried the Elec- 
tion againft him ; upon which Sir William petict- 
oned the Houfe, and had fuch flagrant Proofs of 
Bribery and Corruption to produce, that it was 
thought proper not to fufFer him to be heard ; and, 
the very Night before the Hearing came on, he 
was feieed by a Meflenger, and confined by an 
Order from the Secretary ^f State. Sir William was 
examined to certain Interrogatories, feveral Times, 
by my Lord 3"— ; but behaved with a Spirit 
and Flrmnefs that furprifed that fagacious Noble* 
man, who, from this Behaviour, commenced a very 
warm Friendlhip for him, and recommended him 
to another great Man, who promoted him to a 
lucrative Employ in one of our JVeJi- India Coh^ 
meSf where he might have made himfelf rich and 
happy, could he have facrlficed his Honour and 
Conscience to Views of Intereft, as too many tm^ 
ployed in public Afiairs do. A large Sum of Money 
came into his Hands, by Way of Forfeitures, for 
which his PredecelTors never ufed to account} but 
Sir WilUam^ full of the Patriot, and fraught with all 
the fubltme Principles of difinterefled Love of the 
Public, refufed to follpw their Example, and wrote 
for Orders to remit it to the Treafury, The Mii ifter 
wrote him a kind Letter, in which he told him, he 
thought he had as much Right to the Money, as 
other Perfons in his Office had had, and advire4 
him to fay no more of the Mattery but he cou \ 
Vox. II. £ hj: 
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not ftomach this, and accordingly remitted the 
Money, which was fafcly received ; and what Ufe 
was made of it the Public never came to the Know-* 
ledge of 5 but I remember, when Sir fFilUam af- 
terwards came to England^ and" applied to the fame 
great Minifter for (omc pecuniary Favours, be laugh- 
ed in his Face ; and told him, He had it once in his 
Power to make his Fortune, by keeping What^ 
perhaps, was diiBpated amongft a Parcel of Scoun-^ 
drcls ; fo openly did that Minifter acknowledge the 
Corruption in which he dealt, and of which, in^ 
deed, he was truly the Father. In this Colony he 
became inamoured of the beauteous Matilda, a 
Widow Lady, of large Poileffions, whom attacking 
with all the Advantages of Perfon and Power, be 
loon made a Conqueft of, and married ; but this 
Marriage was fo far from being fo agreeable to Sir , 
WiUiam, as he imagined it would ; and, the Honey-^ 
mom over, he found his Lady fttfF, morofe, a great 
Devotee, and, even in the Arms of her Hufband^ 
utteringextempore Prayers, and doing every Thing 
according to the Maxims of Soul-feeking and fav-" 
i )g Grace % Terms which Sir fyHliam had as lit- 
tle Notion of the Efficacy of, as he had of the 
Pcpis Supremacy. In vain he endeavoured to 
conquer this devout Humour ; fhe was a Prefby" 
urian of the mofl finiflied Caft ; and, for an 
Oath or profaAe Word, ufcd in Pailion, would de« 
prive him of her Bed and Company for a Month. 
I . One 
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One Day, I, amongft others, after his Return to 
London, dined with him ; it happened to be on t 
Sunday, and, after Dinner, my Lady ii^ent to the 
Meeting, as ufual. Sir ff^iSidm had been praifinj^ 
a Parcel of Madeira very highly, but, when be 
came to look for the Itey of his Cellar^ found my 
Lady had carried it with her. This was a Trick 
flie had often ferved him, to prevent his profaning 
llie Sabkatbi and he had as conftantly vowed to be 
even fnth hen He bad a Footman, a ftout Fel- 
low, whom be ordered immediately to affift him 
in taking the Cellar-Door off the Hinges ; which 
done^ be laid it op6n his Sholilders^, and (aw him 
hintfelf bear it into ^ Meeting-houji, which was 
not at a great Diftance, where he carried it to his 
Lady's Pew, and, flinging it down, told her his 
Mafter had fent the Celiar-Door to unlock, fince 
Ihe would not leave the Itey at Home% My Lady 
fcreamed out} the Preacher was forced to flop iti 
Che midfi'of his Difcourfe, the Hubbub was fo greats 
and, mean Time, one of the Elders was turning 
the Footman oiit of Doors; when Sir /T^ZSf^ziff ap- 
peared, and hallooed out, Look ye. Madam, your 
aiFefted Godlincfs is not to deprive me of my Wine, 
give him the Keys diredly^ or we'll carry you In 
Proceffion upon our Shoulders, and make you un«» 
lock it at Home. My Lady found (he was not jo- 
ked with, fo gave the Key ; but never came Home 
afterwards; and they parted, by mutual Confenc, 
£ 2 Sir 
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Sir fFiUiam furrendering up to her Ufe, and that of 
ber Children, by a former Hulband, all her For* 
tune. Some Years after, growing out at Elbows,. 
he foUicited for, and obtained a Government in 
N9rtb America^ in which he behaved with Satif* 
fadion to the Government at Home, and- to this 
Safe and Benefit of the People un^er his Com«>' 
mand, for fifteen Years ; but was thrown out by 
a Faction, and came Home as poor as ever. 
Now he applied all his Talents to drawing up 
Schemes for the Ufe of the Miniftry, in which he 
met with great Encouragement from General 
Commodut and Sir Houghton Halli the firft of them 
a Patron of great Integrity and Credit, and gener- 
ous even to a Fault; the other as remarkable for: 
his extcnfive Power at the Helm. Several of his 
Schemes were put in Execution, and he made {hift» 
from the Largefles that were beftowed upon him, 
to keep the beft Company, and tofupport a tole« 
rable Equipage. Undoubtedly no Man in England 
underflood more the Intereft of bis Mother Coun* 
try, or that of thofe numerous and beneficial De« 
pendents upon her in America ; but, that Prime Ml* 
nifter being forced to refign and retire, he was for 
fome Time unemployed, and, having contraded 
large Debts, for Sir fVilliam was far from being an 
Qeconomift in his own Afiairs, he was feveral 
Times arrefted, and configned to loathfome Pri* 
fgns, whence be was generally relieved by fon^e of 

his 
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}»s worthy Patrons. He now turned public Wri- 
ter, and forfome Time plied the Quill with great 
$uccefs ; but, that yielding htm but a flender Sup^ 
ply, he grew fcandaloufly guilty of borrowing 
fmall Sums of every one he met, and an unfortu-* 
nate fecond Marriage, together with this fad Har- 
bit, hurt his Reputation greatly ; which was the 
more to be pitied, as he now advanced apace inta 
Years. His Diftrefs was told to the generous Com'- 
modus, who with a princely Generofity made hiof 
a Prefent of Five hundred Pounds,, to pay off hi$ 
troublefome Creditors ; but he did not know who 
be had to deal with. Sir JViUlam ought to have 
been Mafter of 10,000 a Year,* according to the 
Dilates of his natural Temper. He left Com^ 
modus full of Gratitude, and haftened to an Ordi-' 
pary to regale himfelf^ not having^made an hearty 
Meal for fome Days ;< and who (bould he fee thero 
but the unfortunate^fi</A7riV, a great unhappy Fjiend 
of his, who, after the firft Compliments, told 
bim a long Story of his prerent Didrefles ? Good 
G-d, cries the Baronet^, how happy am I, my dear 
('riendy. to have it. in my Power to relieve you % 
Here, take this Hundred Pound Bank-bill, and 
piake yourfelf ea(y ; if you want more,^ call on me 
To-morrow at my Lodgings ; thus he went on, for- 
getting entirely, in the native Benevolence of his 
Heart, the exceffive Occaiion he had for more than 
the: whole himfelf, and the Intent of its being 
E 3^ beftowcd' 
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bqfiowed upon him;, but a Qutftbn BeUarh put 
%Q him a little difconcerted him : He aiked him, 
wher^ it was he lodged i Upon which he bluihed, 
recoileAtog it was at a bltnd Chandler's Sbop^ an<t» 
taking a (hort Leave, haftened Home to p&j 6x 
Weeks Arrears of Rent thax he owed there, be- 
fore he forgot it. Wheit he came Home, his 
Landlady's Hulbaad, who was a very honeft Fel- 
*]ow, and Father of a numerous Family, he founds 
by the Wife's Tears and CompIaint«> was arrefted 
for a Debt of Five and twenty Pounds^ whicti 
would be the total Ruin of him and bis Family. 
Sir fVHImm^% Heart was not Proof againft thia 
£cene of Diftrefsi he cried out in an Extafy, 
Tbank God! I can relkve him! Ill 6q it tMe 
Minute! fo pacifybg the Woman, and, putting • 
Guinea into her Hands, lit went and leleaied het 
Hufband, and brought him Home with him, pay* 
ing the whde Debt and Charges for Urn. la 
Ihort, before the next Week, poor Sir fTtJaiam 
began to fall from all that fbdden Efevation tbit 
Money had raifed his honeft Heart to,^ and wasob^ 
liged to borrow Half a Crown of a Friend, dint 
in a Cellar, and foon after was arrefted in a fmall 
A£lion, and carried to the Mnrjhalf$a^ Wiience,. 
indeed, Commfidus again relea&d him, but would 
never fee his Face more. After this he purfued 
cer^in %hemes, which be had propofed for the Be<« 
nefit of the City Traders,^ of atbicb be made a 

goo4 
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good deal of Money at Timc^ ; but was frequent- 
ly intemipCed by a Taylor, to whom he owed n 
confideraUe Sum of Money, who had put the 
Caufe into the Hnids of a pettifogging Scoundrel 
of a Latvytr. This Lawyer was fpecia) poor, and, 
whenever he wanted a new Suit of Ctoaths, ufed 
10 frequent the Coffee-houfe where Sir ff^/Ham 
ukdy and that Gentleman never being able to con« 
ceal his noble Temper, when he was full of Money, 
as foon as ever he difcovered it, perfuaded the Tay- 
br to arreft him ; which he no fooner did*, than 
he adviied him to take the Charges, and freOl Secu* 
rity for another twelve Months : So that Sir ff^ti* 
lUm has been arrefted fivte Times for the fame 
Debt, merely owing to hi» own Inattention and 
the Villainy of the Attorney^ who has got as eaany 
Suits of Cloaths by itr and I brieve it jb that very 
Debt he is now in Durance for. I apprehendt 
Sir ff^Ihm may have been too gce^t a Vptary tq 
Ibe f^je> Sex^ and tpp uncauiiaus la thofe j^roimficu^ 
oui Amou/Sj ^bich may have^diiobliged fomeof 
bia Frieadsi. but thia is certain* by what be hint*- 
fd to me, that, after having done bis Country 
great Services, (bme of which he is fiill unpaid 
for, and tho' be^ is fli|l capable of being of great 
Ufe, particularly in America^ and underfiands the 
Fifljery of Gnat Britain better tbaii any Man in 
the Kingdom, yet his AppKcatjan to a great Man 
only for five Shillings per dim ha^ l?«ea rejected, 
£ 4 and 
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and he is in a downright ftarving Conditbrr^ 
which I think is a Difgrace to our Country. He 
has put into my Hands the Copy of the very touch- , 
ing Letter he wrote to that great Many by which 
one may Tee the Diftrefs he laboured under; and i 
think myfelf happy that it was in my Power to 
give him ibme Affiftance. My Father then read 
,the Letter, which was as follows, dated from the* 
Fleet Prifon: 

Right Honourable SrR, 

IH A VE now been confined in Prifon near five^ 
Months, for a Debt under the Value of thirty 
Pounds ; ^nd^ as I do not truly owe fifty Pounds 
befides in the World, 1 am no ways apprehenfive of 
any other conftderable Demand of that Nature. 

On my firft Hearing of the intended Settling of 
m ■ , and by that Means (ecuring an important 
Barrier to all the Colonies in the Main, as well as* 
encouraging our Trade both in the Fiihery, and" 
with the diflant Indians^ I was uneafy that my 
unhappy Confinement would not permit me to do 
myfelf the Honour of waiting on you, in ordef 
to acquaint you with a great many Truths, ibme 
of which perhaps are yet unknown to you. For, 
altogether regardlefs of any particular Advantage 
that fuch Information could bring to myfelf, I moft 
humbly prefume to alTure you, that, without Dif- 
fimulatioo pF Referve, I (hall always take the 

grcateft 
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greateft Pleafure imaginabley in rendering a Perfon 
of your amiable Charadcr, and my Country, at the 
fame Time, real Service ; A£ting, in fuch a Man- 
ner, having always been my Ambition, as it gave 
me the greateft Satisft&ion in Life, and dill affords 
me, in the prefent Diftrefa, a quiet contented Mind. 
\. There are fome other Things efiential to the Af- 
fairs of jtmirica th^t I wilh could belaid before you, 
fuch as the Nature and Ufe of a Paper Currency 
there, the Neceility of putting it under a proper 
Regulation, and the unavoidable Confequence of' 
Utterly ruining our Trade in, and with thefib Co*- 
Ibnies, ihould it be totally prohibited: 

I have likewife fome ufeful Remarks to offer on 
a proper Encouragement to be given for carrying 
on both the Herring and Cod Filhery, on the 
J^orth Coaft of ScBtLmd; and I (hould think iny- 
felf fufficiently rewarded,. if any Knowledge or In-^ 
dttffary, I am Mafter of,, could but procure me fo 
imall an Encouragement as Five Shillings a Day for 
common Bread ; and having now but a very few 
Years to live, if your Honour willcondefcend to gra*- 
tify your own Humanity, by procuring me Liberty, 
together with fuch an Allowance for my Subfift- 
ence, it will undoubtedly afford you the agree- 
able Refle£tion of having. faved, from inexpreffibli^ 
Want and Mifery, Right HonouraUe Sir,. 
Tiur Honfur^s moji dutiful 
And ever obidient Servant y

of thtir Goodtjcft, which gave me moielhan ufaal 
Inclmation to pleafc in every Thing I did^ and 
1, even, for fomc Time, facrificed my crud Regrets,, 
to the Joy and Pleafare I experienced m the Com*- 
pany of thefe dear Perfons. I found Mr. Diaper 
had not yet heard from my Friend again, which did; 
not give us mach Uneafmefs, as no India Ship had 
arrived, finde he fet fail from Lt^on ; but, to make 
^us fome Amends, we received Letters from Mr. 
Bellair zni Mifs Sukey^ accompanied with fbnlc

nen-Draper, to which I had now loft all Manner 
9f RrKfli ; and to 4vhicb the Dq)aitiire of my 
friend bad not a Uttle CGntrihuted : JBefides, ibe 
lAany Accidents that I had met with, tfce Death 
ef my hmfa^ together with the Life I had lately 
Jled, had given me a Repugnance tp aclofe Appiir 
cafiioo* and a Conrfe of Hurry and Trade : This, 
liio% was not making a proper Judgment of Tbttg% 
lor, in the fxecutioa of my Deiign of going Abroad* 
if Ihad thought onlyof the common Dificukies thai 
would natmrally occur, and the Qhw J muft ma- 
nage with to hring. myfelf into a- wiihed State of 
Succels,, I believe I ftould have laid it abfohitely 
afide i but now I faw, I thought, a Relief frerv 
my Afflidions, in thus flufting the Scene of AdU 
en, by the Variety of unufual Objcfis that woulii 
|)fefentthemfelves ; and, in ihortr my haplefs Lo\;c 
bad given afoountic Turn to my Mind, which ab- 
fohitely unhinged me for an home Employment. ( 
Aould not bave known how to manage in this Di- 
leotoa, if good Fortune had not returned Mr. 
trig to Town, who inunediately came down u) 
fay his Comidiments to Mr. Diaper uiA us^ upof 1 
E 6 hear i nor 
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hearing we were all togedier. He was received with 
great RefpeA by that.Gentleman and my Father, to 
whom I introduced him with particular ExpreiEonS 
of Regard ; but, as for myfelf, I felt unufual Satif^ 
fa£Hon in feeing a Man^ who was now my only 
bofom Friend, and- the Repofitory of my Se- 
crets. ' 

He was to the laft Degree furprifed, when he 
heard of my Imprifonment, and the Affair of Mr^ 
Diacon \ but it was his Advice to fit down with the 
Jjoh\ for tho% by Filing a Bill in Ghancery^ per» 
haps fome Relief might be got, yet the Time it 
would employ, and the necefiary Expences, pre* 
vious to the obtaining^ any Satisfedton, would be 
to great a Difcouragement, that we fliould be hear«^ 
tily fick and tired, before it would be terminated^ 
My Father, who was an Enemy to long and tedi^ 
ous Litigations, upon thefe Advices, agreed to let 
the Af&ir drop, telling me, with a great deal of 
good Humour, that he would look, upon it as a^. 
Debt due to him, from me, whenever I was able 
tj pay him. 

When I could conveniently do it, I took my 
Friend Prig with me upon a Ride, and difclofed 
to him my Situation, and the eager Defire I had to 
follow Mr. Diaper\ Example, by going Abroad i 
for which I gave him fuch Reafons,, that,, finding 
all his Perfuafions to the contrary of no Avail, he 
heartily promifed me his Affiflance to bring over

Letter to his tady to back me ih my Defire; and 
fern them direfily to the Poft.

. deavoured to keep my Father from making any 
Progrcfe in my Affairs, by propofihgtontihuarPar* 
ties of Pleafare to him and Mr. Diaper^ which 
they readily engaged in, upon the Confideration 
of the Confinement I had fuffered, which they 
imagined muft have confiderably hurt my Confli-- 
tution, and rendered Air and the Amufements of ' 
the G>untry neceflary to re-eftablifli my Health";' 
and. my Mother, as well'as my Father, was very 
careful nev^ to mention Sir WaUer or his Family, 
which I was glad of, fiw the leaft Word of my 
dear Lomfa would have caft me into my old Me-- 
hncholy, which I was now fomewhat relieved 
from by the Purfuit of* my favourite Projefl. At

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Propitious Gales carried us, withput any re- 
mackajble Occurrence, to the Height of Cape Can^ 
tin^ to the North-weft of which, we were by our 
Reckonings diflant about 120 Leagues, when we 
began to apprehend a gathering Storm. The Clouda 
on the Weftern Board begail to blacken the Skies,, 
and a few inelancholy Drops wept a Farewel to one 
of the fineft Days I had ever methought experien- 
ced : And now the Lightnings flafhed, and the 
hoarfe Thunder growled over the concave Vault 
with deafening Roar, as if whole Nature was* 
meeting with a general Diflblution, and" prcfently 
the impetuous Weft Wini raifed the irritated Bil- 
lows Mountains high. Our Commander had gi-^ 
yen his Orders, with fuch juft Difccrnmcnt, that 
we were prepared we thought to meet its worft Ef- 
forts J but the redoubled Fury of the Storm foon 
rendered our Situation very dangerous, and, before 
we could hand our Mainfailj it was fplit into 
twenty Pieces, and kept flapping againft the Maft 
for fome Time, before a fliort Lull of the Wind 
would permit it to be run up to the Yard, If I had 
ever had advantageous Notions of our BritiJS Sea- 
men, I now more than ever found them juft, and 
their Diligence and Bravery, on fuch* Occafions^ 
furely dignifies them before thofe of any Country 
I ever knew. Not an Hand but was employed in 
executing fome Order or other for the Safety of 
the VefTel 3 and to fee them, like Swarms of Bees, •

and dreadful. The Tempeft increafed with great^ 
cr Violence, and the Waves tofled us aloft, an^ 
then funk us alow, with fuch ^^dden Shocks, tk^t 
my Braini were perfedly addled ; aod, notwkh* 
ftanding all the Force I ufed with myfelf, I cpuKi 
(land the Deck np longer, b^utfojlowpd the ExamptiB 
of the reft of th^ Paflengers^ and commit|ted ni3r(elf 
to the fafe Cuftody of n[>y Cabbin. Thr ^orrijl 
Tumult upon Deck, the Piping of the Boatfwain

to ftun the Head of apy Stranger to tbefe uppoutb 
and terrifying Scenes. Fqr nezr four and twen^

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they rove about the Woods in large Flocks, and 
•re not (tty i fo that I got them without Difficulty ; 
iind in a Rock, pretty near the Extremity of this 
Wood, I found a natural Cave, which ferved mc 
for my Lodging. My Brandy, by good Manager 
ment, held out to a Miracle; and I foon learned to 
live without Bread, in lieu of which I eat Dates. 
What Imoft apprehended, was the Want of Pow- 
der, of which I had now. only a few Charges left ; 
and, to provide againft the Werfl, having, a very 
good Knife,! cut k>ng Lances of the hard Wood I 
have mentioned, and pradifed myfelf in darting at 
a Mark ; fo that at length I became fo dextrous^ 
us to be able to transfix any Bird at a moderate Dif- 
tance, that was not on the Wing. I had a Chart 
of the Eaft^bdiesy and feveral others, with a Trea-^ 
tife of Navigation, and a Pair of Compafies, with 
which I employed, fome Part of my Time; and, 
at other Times, I cut my Name on the Trees» and 
the Date of the Year on which I voluntarily became 
f^ Fugitive from the Human Race; and one of 
thefe I carved very handfomely^ with the follow* 
tng Infcription :

£xprea|on 1 was' I^ when it ilcMid direfltly into the 
"Bay, and ^ing Anchor^ there^ fent its Boat 
cm ^hore to look for frefli Wat^. I prefented 
5nyfelf before the Landing-place, aoid fiaitlcd tbtm^ 
hy my ragged, uncotit'h Figure, which at firft made 
them ftare s but our Joy was mutual, when we 
diftovei^d each other to be Countrymen; and, 
llnrhen I had told them Tome Part of my Story^ 
tiiey carried me on -Board to their Captain, wh6 
feemed to be a fenfible^ humane M^n, but who 
quefttoned me very clofely, fearing I had bdonged 
tofome of the Pirate Ships with which diefe Seaft 
fwacoied ; and when he was convinced of the con- 
trary, be entertained me on Board, gave me Qoatfaa 
and Neceflaries^ and 1 tmcc more ;began to live ; 
but> having been fb long difufed to Breeches and 
Sh^s, the former gaukd me, and the latter fwelled 
my Feet, moft intolerably. The Captain's Name 
was N^l/ofij and that of his Ship, the Gharmng Su* 
Jmmah. I found he was very rtcb^ and a cqa^ ^ 
,liderable Planter, in Virgiftia ; that the Veflel waa 
his own ; that be hdd carried a Lading of hjs own 
Tobacco to Lmdm^ from w^stncehe took in a

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Crew, who had rifen upon himi and Tetzed the 
Ship, which they endeavoured to bring round: the 
Cap^ to this Ifland 5 but ^cing in great Danger, ih 
i^at. 40^ lo'. S. and Long. io\.W.oi\L»fnieny m 
e Storm, they had releafed.hjtn to Navigate the 
Veffel, which be carried into the Cope fe hut thd* 
be had them now. in his Power^ He. had been fo 
honourable as not to betray tKem :to the Dutch% 
and by mere Dint of Argurnent and.Perfuafion, at 
which I found him an Artift myfclf^ had re^Iaiinca 
them, and all was paft over, after fetting diie:two 
chief Mutineers on Shore, and very juftly I paying 
them their Wages j that another hard Galehad -driven 
ihem fo far to the EiJiward^ where their Want of 
Water had induced them to b^ar:up to MaJkgafcm'^ 
where they relieved me in fo unexpedcd a Manner. 
There were 150 Negroes on Board, he having loft 
near 80 in thefe Seas by Sicknefs. 

When Mr. Nelfon had heard my Story,^ which he 
animadverted upon with great Sweetnefs, and 
found that I was not a Seaman, but br^d up a 
Trader, he gayc me Charge of his Books, and made

Family/' I faluted Mrs. N£lfin, and her amiable 
Qaughjter; at whofe Sight, I muft coii&fs, I diredly 
yielded up my Heart a .Pri$te to her Ctiarnis, They 
received me with great Politenefs and Good nature^ 
and I found Mrs* NelfctCs Temper to be pretty 
much a Copy of her Hulband's ; bi*t,jand, my dear 
Friend, you will fufFer a Lovei! tofpi^ak, I faund 
Mifs F^w^^ pail all.my £xpe£(ation$^ lovel>,%|ind 
the Beauties of her Mind exceeded fjar, evdn thofe 
of hcT Perfon. You know, Thompfih^ that I have 
a good, A.ddrcfs, and a ready Fluency of Speech ; 
and I put myfelf forward in every Thing that could 
he agreeal>le to my Friend, and thefe Ladies; 
iftfpmocbg, that Famj^ I believe^ fooa perceived 

me 
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me anotbergupfs Creature than the Budjiins, a. 
Term the Towns-people make ufe of, jocofdy, to. 
diftinguifh the Country Planters, who had made 
Love to her -, and I flattered myrdf, that this firft 
Interview gave, her fome Motions in my Fa vour. 
She was tall and fine-ibaped, her Features regular, 
and her delicate Skin was. of the fined White that 
ever I beheld j Ihc was near 19 Years of Age j and 
if (he had any Fault, it was that of being a little 
affe&d, and too confcious of the Charms N[aturc 
had giyen her. Mr, Nelfon was a Juftke of Peace 
in the (pounty, and fo refpeSed by his Neighbours, 
that we had a* Croud of Vifitors every Day, ^r 
fome Time, to welcome hinb on his Arrival i and, 
determining Aot to g9 to Sea again, he put his 
Mate into the Veflel, as Captain; and loaded him 
with a Cargo, for London^ foon after \ and juft be-* 
fore he failed, I pafTed a Compliment, at an Enter- 
tainment, that was made us on Board, which my 
young Lady took with a fenfible Pleafure. I afked 
Mr. Nelfon^ Why he called his Veflel the Charming 
Sufannah? To which he anfwered, wondering at 
myvQueftion, that it was the Name he bought her 
in, and he never had thought it worth while to 
alter it; but. Sir, I beg the Favour you would re- 
baptife her, fays I ; and, if I have found any Fa- 
vour in your Sight, let me give it a Name that has 
a real Meaning : Agreed, fays he. What Ihall the 
Name be? I bowed to the Company, and, begging

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a flight Wound in my left Thigh, which I immer

xjne with Tranfport, and xratried her to tWe Houfe, 
where Hae was foficiently roaftcd by aJl prefcrif,' 
and I was .as much applauded; fi> that tn about 
fix Months after this, with the Confent of both" 
Yather and Mother, I married my anuable Fannyi 
aud partook of Delights in that tendpr Union, that 
are far too great for the Power of £loc}uence to 
defcribe. My Father-in' Law and Mother fur- 
rendered a large-Plantation to our Ufe, and, to 
inexprcfliblb Grief, both of them deceafed about 
half a Year ago, leaving us in a£^ual PoiTeflion of 
near 30,000/. My Love to this dear Creature has 
been conftantly increafihg, and (he has biefled me 
with a lovely Boy, that i« juft the Piiflure of bis 

Mother, 
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: Mother. If any Thing at firft gave me Uncafincfs, . 
^ it was the obferving a Coldncfsf in my Wife's Dif- 
pofltion, which did not fuit with the Warmth and 
Fervour of my fanguinc arid amorous Temper, and 
which I often reproached her with i but I foon got 
her lovely Perfon, .in as fall Perfedh'on, as I knew^ 
before 1 had her Soul. 

I parted with her to come this Voyage to fettle* 
fome Affairs inEfiglaruif with the utmoft Regret; 
and indeed (hp would have been my. Comrade in it, 
if file was not big with Ctiild; which would not' 
permit me to truft W to the uhcertain Dangers of 
the Bea ; and the Event has proved the Jiiftnefs of 
my Judgment ; tho* nothing gives me Pain in the 
Accident that has^ happened to me, fincc it has pro- 
Cttre4 me tti^ .Pleafareoi feeing, Mr. Thotnpfiri^ 
fjive ihat.it will make my Voyage fomewftat longer, 
and thereby detain me, mpre than I propofed, from 
4he Arms of my dear Wife, to whofe Labour I am 
linderfolemn Proinifeto return, if Providence per- 
mits me.

Cape ; for my Part I regarded it as a curious *In«* 
ftancc of the Wonders of Nature, but did not in- 
dulge my Delight fo' far as not to b^ ap{)riBhentive of 
fome Danger : We were fo near, that we could 
fee the Water.afccnd thro* this Cdlomri of Air, and 
were objiged to tacic, to avoid any illConr(;({yeniCf&. 
that might arife.from Its breaking, which, at tfie" 
DIfcharge of a Swivel,, it did, curling the (^ceaa 
with a white Foam, as far as-Eye couM reach. It 
was very merry to hear the fupcrftitious Reafon. 
ings of the Sailors upon thtsFh'aenomenon; I look- 
ed upo|^ it as on^ of thoie.natu(aL£veiit$^ tbatJi- 
lufirate and demonftrate the Truth of the new Pl^i- 
lofophy.

WE pucfu^d our Voyage thro* this delightful 
Sea for feveral Days, with all the Succefs 
we could defire, and methinks nothing can equal 
the Pleafure we experienced : Still quiet Gales fil* , 
led our ftea<jy Sails, the Veflcl gently gliding thra' 
the Waves; and^ if the Heat was almoft intolera* 
ble, we were compenfat^d, by having little elfe 
to do than to look Abroad, and fucvey the fine 
Skies, and the fmooth Face of the Oc^an, curled 
into meandring Forms by the Aiding Keel. An in- 
finite Nunober of SheerwaUrSy and other Birds of 
the aquatic Kind, attended our Progrefs ; the timo* 
rous flying Fi(h, purfued by the devouring Albicer^s^ 
now and then fldmmed over us, whilft the (portive 
Porpoijiy tumbling with uncouth Poftures, baflced 
every now and then on the Surface of the Waters^ 
This Weather did not however continue a great 
while, and was followed by a fmarter Gale at 
Vol. II.

tolerably ^fy. Et is governed by a Miiysr -kni Al-^ 
dermah. The black Town is inhabited by Gen^ 
iWfSj Mahometans'^ ArmeniahSy and Portuguefe^ 
and has Temples and Ohurches for each Religion* 
The Company have a Mint, and there are feveral 
Public Schools in the Town. The Governor is 
the fapreme Magiflrate, and has a Council, 
compofed generally of Fa£tors and Merchants* 
with whom he confults on the Company's Cort- 
crtnsr The Colony has very little of its own Pro- 
duce or Manufadures, for Foreign Markets; and 
Ha the 
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the Trade is principally in the Hands of the Arme^ 
nians and Jewsy the EngUJh being greatly employed 
in Ship building. There are fuppofed to be SOfOOO 
Inhabitants in the Towns and Villages, under the 
Compan/s Jurifdi^on; and there, are about 500 
Englijb amongft them, as Gentiemen, Merchants, 
Seamen, and Soldiers. People enjoy a great 
Share of Health here, and look bri(k and ruddy ; 
the Heats in Summer being the greateft Trouble 
and Inconvenience they labour under \ but that fel- 
dom lafts above four or five Hours a Day, when 
the Sea Breeze comes on, and revives the drooping 
Spirits of the panting Inhabitants. The Governor 
has an handfome Country-feat, with good Gardens^ 
^ Bowling-green, a Teal- pond, and other agreeable 
Curiofities. He is attended by a Guard of Englijb 
Soldiers, when ever he goes Abroad ; and lives id 
Princely State and Grandeur. So much for Defcrip- 
tion, which i» a little befide my Defign; but I 
thought I could not excufe myfelf from faying 
fomewhat of a Place in which I fpent fome Years 
of my Life, and laid the Foundation of my pre- 
fent Happinefs. 

Soon after my Arrival, I had the Misfortune to 
be taken ill, with a viojcnt Fever, peculiar to the 
(^limatc, which held me a conftderable Time, and 
brought me almoft to Death's Door; bi|t the Care 
of my Phyfician, who was the Surgeon of thtHaft^ 
h'^Sf a very worthy s^d ingenious Man, and Ikil- 
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ful in either Profeffion ; and the conftant, affectio- 
nate Attendance of Truman^ together with the 
Strength of my Conflitution, overcame my Difor- 
der ; and, as foon as I was well, I applied myfelf, 
with all the Affiduity I was capable of, to make 
myfelf Matter of the Manner of Trade in thcfc 
Countries, and the Nature of the Bufinefs I was to 
tranfa£t ; in which I was very much affifted by Mr. 
WtlUam Sarisj another Fa£lor, who had fome Time 
refided there, and was nearly of my own Age and 
Temper, with whom I contradlcd a very intimate 
and clofe FriendOiip k fo that I foon began to move 
about m the Sphere Fortune had allotted me to, 
with becoming Spirit and Indufiry ', and was uni- 
verfally caref&d by both Superiors and. Equals. I 
had, in a Month after my Arrival, the Pleafure of 
Letters from my Father, and other Friends in 
Engbmd^ by a Ship that failed a Foitai^t after 
U8, which indeed gave me no Account of any 
Thii^ that had happened extraordinary ; but was^ 
a pIcsUing Proof of my Friends Punctuality in 
wilting to me»

I Was near three Months in tKe Country before % 
ventured to ttM'n what Money I brought with 
me, which was between 3aad40oo/«of my owa- 
and hAr. (Boidwil^Sj to any Advantage i in alt. which. 
TimC) however^ I e^deavouftd to improve, by the 
ExperH^ncel acquired, fromObfervation^and Con«« 
verfe, particuku-ly with my Friend Saris y and as t. 
was willing to avoid any imputation of preferring 
rhj omn Intereft before thf^t of the Company, or 
indeed of interfering in private Trade, I kept Tru^ 
man about me, in the Nature of a Friend, who had 
come to improve his Fortune,^ and at length de*? 
termined to provide him. with a Cargo,^ and fend 
him in one of the Country Ships on a trading 
Voyage, to the Coaft of Perjia ; and Sarisy alfo 
wanting to^be concerned, -H^e advanced a proper 
Cargo i and,^ for Trumiii!^ better Encouragement, 

who 
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who was a ^o of Solidity and good Spifc^^ w^ 
agreed to pay him a certain Sum for Agency; and 
I advanced hips ZDoL to rifque on his .own Ac- 
count I fo^ giving him proper Infiru^ions, we fent 
him awfy. He was five Moi>th^ in execyiti^g his 
Commiffion, which he did with gr^^t Dexterity 
and eqi^al Fidelity. The W(nes, ^n^ Pth^r Rc-r 
mrns, he brought, were difpofed of to fuch Ad- 
vantage, that I found myfelf near ipqo /. Gainer $ 
and Mr. Saris was upwards of 300 Rupees the 
t)^tter« His own Venture procured double, and 
be paid me the 200 /• haying with his Agency 
ek^cd «i^ .390/. Sfirfittg-i whi^ gav^ me in^ 
^ite. Figure, as I.. was refplved, ifpoffible, tp 
make his Fprtun^ before^ Iv^ left 4)e ImH^s^ witji 
me; and he \iad ihe!W^ hif>^lf b PH49ll ^ Man of 
Spirit and Gepius in this A^^if* ^^^j afterw^ds^ 
both myfelf and Spirit approved of any Thing he. 
propof^d fpr our Profit, ^and never fo^ind purfelves 
deceived. He was foop after quite enan>o^red of a 
Scheme he had formed of making g To^r to the 
I>i^mon4 Mines, which lire ajcgofd^ngly furnilhed 
hinn properly fo/-, and ^nderii^ood, ^y a Letter we 
received from him a Fortnight after ^is Departure^ 
that he had hired fo many C9%r^/r of Ground, in* 
doied it, and had begun to dig, as is the Cudom, 
fi^rroupded by the King oi ^o}conda\ Centine^, 
wh9 ?J>al|ejpgcs, all {5t9^s, pf,alH)y^6oGrai^, a«/

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his own, the Adventurer having all the reft he 
finds. 

Wc entertained great Hopes from the good For- 
tune that we generally found attended Trumany 
that this Expedition would turn very much to Ac- 
count ; but, before we heard again, I was ordered 
on my Employers Affairs, to tranfad fome Bu- 
fincfs at Surati an<J was obliged to go over Land 
to that City ; which gave me great Plcafure, as I 
wanted to fatisfy my Curiofity ih vifiting the in- 
terfor Parts of the Country. The Goods 1 had 
with me were loaded on Oxen, an Ox being 
able to carry between ^three and four hundred* 
Weight; and for myfelf, as^foon as I came to 
MaffuUpatan^ I hired a Pulanquin^ or Kttle Coach, 
with Bailufires about it ^ it had a Covering of Sat** 
tia ; a Slave attends to manage the Covering, ac- 
cording to the Traveller's Pofition, as to the Sun r 
and another carried a Targoty or Fan of Ofiers,.' 
covered with Stuff, to keep off its Heat; it is car- 
ried by three or four Men on their Shoulders, wha 
go as fwift as the Chairmen in England do with a- 
Sedan, from being brought up to the hborious 
Kxercife from their Youth, They are paid at the* 
A ate of five golden Rupees per Month, for each 
Man ; but if they continue with you, after a limi- 
ted Time, they will increafe the ftice. I was 
very well provided with Provifions; for in the' 
Banjan Town^ we had Flour, Rice, Milk, and 
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fiich other Food; and in thofe of Uti^ MaUnu- 
iatUj Mutton, Fowls, and Pigeons ; and, as the . 
Heat of the Sun was exceffive, I generally con- 
trived to travel after Sun-fet, and lie by in the moft 
fukry Part of the Day j by which I pi-eferved my- 
felf from Illnefs, for I found my Spiritsgreatly jaded 
and fatigued, bytheexcefEve Warmth of the Cli- 
mate. They meafure their Diftances by Leagues^ 
or by a Meafure they call GoSj which is equal to 
four Leagues of ours. I arrived at Gokonda in about 
a Fortnight, which is a very large City, under its 
own Monarch, who is tributary to the Great Mo^ 
guL I faw this potent Prince, who can raife an. 
Army of 600,000 Men ; and what I moft admired- 
about him, was a Diamond^ of above half a Foot 
long, upon the Crowd of his Head : From Gokonda> 
I journied toFifftpour^ which is above 300 Leagues 
diftant from it, and from thence to Bicholly^ and' 
thence to* the P^r/i^ft^ Ifland of Goa^ on wbich^ 
ftands their famous City,, (he Capital of their Pof- 
feffions, and the Scene of fo many brave and heroic 
Afts as were performed by the JlbuquerquiS^ and 
the reft of thof^ great Men, that iirft fixed then in^ 
this Part of the World ; but they are now dwindled 
to a bare Shadow of what they formerly were, and^ 
arc, at the fame Time, the Scorn and ViSims- 
to the Cunning of every, other Nation fettledTince: 
in the Indies. From Goa^ after feeing every Things 
that was efteemed curious^ partly by Laiid, and: 
H. i. ^ partly 
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partly by Water, I arrived at Suraty, to my entity 
Content, after a Journey, ivliich, tho* it gave me 
Aich Opportunities as are very agreeable to a cu* 
rious and inquifitive Man, yet ahnoft tired me ta 
Peath. This is the only Pbrt in the MsguPs Do* 
siinions, and is inhabited by a promifcaous Medley 
of Moguls J PerJianSj J^abians^ Turis^ Perfees^ or 
Gaurs^ znd FhaniSf ox European' ChrtflianSi whole 
}^ umber, however, is not very confiderable. I 
was well received by the Englijh Fadory,. and^ 
after tranfading the Bufmefs I came about, partook 
of the Diverfions and Amufemehts of the Place^ and 
made a thorough Infpedion into every Thing in^ 
'SuraU and the Country adjacent. This City may 
be reclconed the great M^rt of the Indies^ and where 
all the Vhinefe and European Commodities may be 
kad in great Plenty. I took a Paflitge from hence 
to Bombay^ the chief of our Forts on this Coaft ;, 
and from thence failed in a Jonic to Fort St. George 
where 1 arrived in about ten Weeks afterwards,, 
giving a latisfa£lory Account of the Execution of 
my Conraiiffion to the Governor. Soon after my 
Arrival, I was ordered on another AiFair of Impor- 
ilance, up to Hugjsly Fa^ory^ to which I departed, 
in a fmall Veflel, with two or three Gmtow Mari* 
l^crs. This FaSory is iituated on a River of that 
Kame, which is a Branch of the famous Ganges, 
When I arrived at Fort H^tUiam^ after having deli- 
"^ercd m^ Credentials, I was received into the Fac- 
tory 



tory in a veiy firiendly Maoner ; aod^ lUj^wUhftandf^ 
Mig a good deal cif Chicanery, and ill VSagfi^ from^ 
foaxc Perfons in A'Utbority, I found McAfis .tp AniQi 
wh^t I can^e .abo^t, with H^oqojLir^ anfi aUo .to do 
myfelf fome private Servicjesjlii ti^ W9J Qf Txaf- 
$c, upon n^y awf^ Bottp^i $ and 4iqok ,n^y .Depar- 
ture, with Tokens of Kefpedi fj^qi all the .Gen-* 
tjieinen there. In coaiing dowjci the River, I had 
a gr^at FajQcy to put into the Ifland Sagar^ tho' I 
bad h^ard it was ^uch infe;fted with Tyger^, wixo 
are very 6ercp, and the Seimen did all they cquU 
to perfuade oic firom it : However, we brought to, 
and, arming myC^lf with a Matchet jand Firelock, 
and feveral iChargea of Powder ^nd Ball, I left the 
Veflel, and refolutely determined to face any Dan- 
ger that n^ight Jiapjpen in the Gratification of my 
Curiofity ; and the jnore |b, as the Ifland is xeckon- 
cd holy ^mo^^ the Pagans^ Numbers oijaw* 
gUi going there, the latter End of t^t^^ Year, to 
worihip. The Ifland is full of Bufhes and ^^79- 
grtmei \ and I was no fooner on Shore, than nvy 
People rpwed the Canoe out again, and flood over, 
full of Affright, to Roguei River ^ where I faw them 
come to Anchor. I was not very well pleafed at 
this J but, looking upon their Fear as a Piece of 
Superflition, I advanced into the Ifland, and came,, 
without Interruption, to a Savannah^ about half 
a Mile from the Place I landed at, which was dry 
and parched up \ but I had no fooner got^over it^ 
H 6 than, 
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tRarr, cafllng my View forwards, I perceived na 
Ifcfs than four glaring fiery Eyes, dirc6led towards* 
me, thro' the Bufhes, and prefently concluded ihey^ 
were the Creatures I had hedrd fo much Talk of; 
nor had I Time for much (Jonfideration, for^ fetting- 
ifpan infernal Howl, they both made at me, with' 
alltheFiercenefs their favage Natures and Hunger 
could infpire. I'muft own I way greatly fhocked* 
and frightened, and had only jiiftPrefence of Mind 
fufficient to recoiled, that I had no Way to fecurc 
myfelf, if my Piece miffed Fire; and as Fcould not 
have Time to charge again, if I'dirf not difpatch 
the remaining Bcaft with my Matchet. * I had 
heard of wonderful Efcapes made from wild Beafts, 
by the Native Terror they feel in hearing the htt- 
inan Voice elevated, and therefore I gave as loud 'si 
Shout as rcotald, arid;* at the famfe Time, fired my 
Piece, a nd^ very providentially, (hot one of my An- 
fagonlfts thro* the Head ; the other flood feme Time- 
Fn a kind of,Aftoni(hment, at the Flafli and Re- 
port of my Piece; but foon piade a Spring at me^ 
with redoubled Fury. If Fwas capable of indulg- 
ing any Refleftion at this Time, it was to curfe my 
"feolifti Curiofity- that brought me. into fuch im- 
minent Peril an^ Danger ;; and Treally gave my- 
felf over for loft: However, not to be wanting to 
-«iy Defence, I gave a forceable Stroke with my 
Matchet, and cot off one of the Brute's fore Fiet ; 
mc which he kt up fuch a hideous Yell, that the

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IflEaHid atid Shore -aroimd reverberated back the- 
Sound, which was continued by fuch an Infinit]^ 
of Echoes, that my Hair flood upright on my 
Head : Hemade afecond Spring, and, more lucEy^ 
than the iirft Time) I clove him dovim the SkuH, 
and he fell, the black, inflamed Gore running from 
him in purple Streams. Immediately fnatching 
up my Mufquet, I made all the Hafie my Legs 
would permit me to thePIace I landed at ; and, wav- 
ing my Handkerchief, the People took Notice of 
the Signal, and. the Canoe came juft Time enough 
to fave me from a frelh Attack,, Numbers of Ty- 
gers following us even into the Water, two of the 
foremoft of which we difpatched with our Fire- Arms. 
Hooked upon what I had undergone, as a juft 
Punifliment for my Rafhnefs, and determined, for 
&e future,, never ta hazard myfelf in fo idU aful 
ridiculous a Manner- As foon as we got on Board, 
where they never e»pe£ied to fee me again, we 
flood into the Bay ; and, after touching at Balla^f 
forty Vifagipatan^ and feme other Fa<^^ories, where 
I left fome Difpatches that were' given me from 
Fort Wiltiam, Ifafely landed with my Goods at 
Fort St. George^ whence L had been longer abfeht 
ihan it was fuppofed I fliould l>e. My. Friend Saris 
now advifed that we ihould leave our preferlt Lodg* 
ing, and therefore, with the Governor's Leave^ 
with whom I flood in high Favour, we took an 
Houfb in.the. white Town? and hired p^roper Spr- 

vants^ 
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v»nts, rc6>l?ing to live ioD^iber A» long aa we Mdt' 
m the Country*

fiy bis Atbjoined Lift and Account, we had indeed 
great Reafon to be fatisiied with his Pains, com* 
{lUting that he had gained on my Account to the 
Value of near Four thoufand Pouinfe, and above 
One Tboufand for Mr. Saris -y (o that, eager to fee 
the honeft Creature, I feat him Orders to let out^ 
as foon as they came to hand, fending them by ^. 
trufty SeTvant of my own, who went along with 
his Meflenger, and in about three Weeks afters- 
wards he arrived i but fo altered by his Fatigues,, 
and the Heats he bad endured, that we hardly knew 
kirn. I careflbd him with the utmoft Affection, 
ibr I really began to efteem him. rather as a Bro- 
ther than any Thing elfe. He delivered to us our re-> 
^e£live Quota's, mine amounting to feveral Pounds 
Weight of fmall Stones, of divers Siaes^ which I 
knew would turn to an extreme good Account, 
cUher here or in Eur^e. He had alfo made a con* 

iLderable 
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fiderable deal of Profit himfelf, fo that he might 
now be faid to be poflefled in his own Right of lit- 
tle lefs than a Thoufand Pounds ; and I obliged him 
to accept of Two hundred Pounds, as Mr. Saris 
did of Fifty, in Recompence for his unwearied 
Pains and Diligence. The firft Opportunity we 
had to be alone, we fettled our particular Accounts^ 
which I found juftly ?xnd fairly flated and balan- 
ced; and then, fmiling, he told me, that he had 
ibmewhat flill that was my Property, that he hoped 
would foon, with other Things, conduce to carry 
me from thefe uncomfortable Parts of the World*; 
for, dear Sir, I can*t help longing to fee my old 
Mafter and Mlftrefs, and our Friends in Torkjlire^^ 
who, no doubt, are already impatient enough of 
your Abfence ; and, fo faying, he pulled out of a 
leathern Purfe, which was fewed to the Waift- 
band of his Breeches, a Diamond of a Size and 
Luftre, that amazed me fo much with its Bright^ 
nef?, as for fome Time robbed me of Speech ; and 
at length, when I hugged him in my Arms, and 
alked him by what good Fortune he got fo va-

If the Thoughts of my deareft Leui/a had not now» 
ever and anon, intervened, I (bouU have efteemed 
myfelf a very happy Man ; but whenever her Rc- 
vieaibrance crolTed oty Mind,, as it frequently 
wouMj all the AcquiGtions I made were Matters of 
Grief to me, as I was fure I could never enjoy theni 
with my lovely, charming; Maid, now no more aj» 
Inhabitant pf thefe mortal Regions o^Mifery. If 
I had any Satisfadion in the View of being return* 
cd to England in Wealth and Splendor, it flowed 
from the Regard I had to my Parents Gratification^ 
the Joy of my Friends, and the Good of the Indi^ 
gent and Unhappy^ 

, We had been fettled here four Years, and, tho^ 
I took Care to write Home by every Conveyance^ 
yet T had received no Return, which gave me the 
mod touching Pain apd Uneafinefs ; for I looked 
upon the Advices! had received at my firfl^rrival,> 
as of no great ImportaAce, being difpatched fo* 
foon after my Departure. I knew the PunQuality 
of my Friends too well to doubt their writing ta 
me by every Opportunity that offered, and therc^ 
fore, unlefs Death or Sicknefe had happened, I vas. 
fipnfible their Letters muft.fome how or^ other bave^

Dau^ter, theriin.the iSchTeai* of her Age, hd 
Vpuld ha^ lived «» »«&efiai, noae of his Ne'rgh- 
1>oun caring to ctevede ^itb him. This Lady 
had aU the Perfe^ons df Body and Mind that 
could adorn the Sexs and fuch a Fund of Charity 
and Hufaapity> that the whole Country rurlg her. 
fVMfir$» I had:ne^er feen her, tho* my Curioilty 
was greatly excited by the Reports of her Beao^ 
and good Senfe, but one Evening, as we were re« 
turning from Hunting, we met her going Home i» 
aXhaife i ^ Sir nomas giving me the Hint> who^* 
fte was, I regarded h^ with a fixied A-ttentfon^.

other, as they afccnded the Alcove* The Mufni 
that was poured from the Tbroais pf she fe«bere4 
Songfters, in the neighboiirtng Gioves, interrupted 
aoWt and now fwelled by the fuming Breeze, tha9 
brufiiedthe quivering Leaves, joined the amorous 
Cadence of a ^>eating ^ftlm, durt, frmtiilif fbllw 
UMrnCbrektt empty^d bis wat^ Tre^fiira, into 
a Refervoir, in full View of ourRetiremQoC;.aiMl 
theGodde& of tMe rural Sceoetfrt befideme^ 
arrayed with morip terplendent Graces than dedr 
the riling MorOp. or ftreak the We(t%rn Sicies, a|f 
the Retreat of the enlivening Gied of Day ! Ftr^ 
with the prefent Occafion, I ventured to tell her,

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Wthe lateft Hour of my Life. She blufliei), but 
at length confefied Ihe hid conceived fome favour-* 
ftble Senciments of one i and that, wouM her FaN» 
fher confent, my Vifics would noc be difagreeable. 
Oh F my Friend^ you who have known the Warmth' 
of a Lover, may eafily conceive how I receivecl 
this generous Declaration f My AcknowledgmentaF 
were unbounded^ and I a^ed like one iranfportedV 
We retired iBt» the Houfe, and her Father chid her 
for Staying fo long v t>ut I behaved in a Manner 
agreeable ta his Humour ;. and he went fo far^ 
as to give me a- general Invitation to ftnoke a Pipe 
wiih him, that was his Phrafe, whenever it fuited 
my Comreniency. Sir Thomas' wa^ furprixcd, ail 
Biy Seturn', when I gave him an Account of my ' 
Succtfs; and more fo^ when the Return of hia

He congratukled me 1 but told me, he was fui^

cou raging News; but si was refol vcd topurfue thef

Che Inducements for my f equcnt Vifits. I will

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not keep you too long by the Rehear fal of tlhd 
happy Moments I enjoyed at this Time, and the 
Progrefsl made in my Jexitys AiFeflion; but it 
may fuffice, that, in fix Months Time, I had her 
Liberty to demand her in Marriage of her Father t 
and employed Sir TT?omas Bourk to get his. Con* 
lent ; but no Rage could equal his,, when the Pro- 
]K>fal was ^adeto him ; he raHout into the moft 
icandalous and mean lovedives ; and, in Condufi- 
^Tiy^ ludely I^id that Gentleman depart his Houfe^ 
for he'd take Care bis Daughter Ihould never bave^ 
it in her Power to marry a 6afiard». You may be 
lure this Ufage of my Friend and me (hocked m& 
greatly, and, at firft, I was refolved to call him tOi

Finding it ia vsUa to att<$mpt to bring bhfi to 
Reafon, i fait down ccmttftitediy; and, having an 
£ftate of a^ own in the Country^ went to live upon 
it, and enjoyed all the Pleaiivee in my Union widi 
qity endearing Wife, tbatr my imdeft £xp€darionft 
M fluttered me witb ; and I heUeve no CMpie

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in the Univerfe could live more happily in them^ 
iclves, or more beloved by others. Here, poor 
Saris wept, and made the bittereft Refledionss, 
and uttered Aich moving Complaints,, that I coul(f 
fcarcely calm; — ^alas! heiaid.

Sarisy and myfelf, todc a Walk in one of the 
beautiful Gardens of the Duiib Company, which 
bloom with^all )>^fAur^ various Produdions, and, 
fitting down under the (hady Covering of a de- 
K 2 lightful 
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Ughtful Alcove, I related all my Adventures and 
Succefles to my Friend ; and he in Return gratified 
me with an Account pf all that bad happened to 
bimfelf fioce our Separation,, by which I under^ 
fiood to my great Joy, that he never again pro*> 
pofed going to Indiaf having acquired a Fortune 
of near 30,000/. through various Difficulties and 
Dangers, with Honour to bimfelf and SatisfaSion 
to his Owners* He now hoped with me we fhpuld 
find all our Friends w^U, and particularly his ador-r 
able £<Zi7/V, whom he was haftening taefpoufq^ 
I found, in his Jaft Voyage with Captain Friendly^ 
he bad been fhipwrecked, and underwent great 
Difficulties on a barbarous ; Co^ft, whereby he bad 
been a great Lofer % and, that Adventure being very 
curiquis and jextraqrdi^iary^ I iball particularly in- 
fertlCgi 99 herded it., ; o< ; 

^be unfortunate Shipwreck, and lucly Ejcape of 
Mr. Diaper. 

WE had a^SoQcelEori.of foul l^adier, front 
the very Day yweleft theOt^ of Good Hof»^ 
which contuioed With little lotermiffion tail we 
came the Length jof the Philippine Iflands ; from 
which^ by our Reckonings, we had been driven a 
great Way to 'the Eaftward, whenanotber vioIeii( 
Storm arofe ffom the S. J5. and for near thite 
•. :.; ':.•'./.:. c Weeks 
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Weeks we were the Sport of the Winds and 
Waves, and could keep no regular Account of our 
Way. Our People had btca fo reduced by. Sick- 
nels before, that we had not Hands fufficient to 
mfiqagc the 3hipi fa that the &uptr€argoa^ arid o*- 
tl^r Q^otlemen^ were obliged to exert them- 
felves in performing, the meaneft as well as the 
moft toilfoihe Offices. Our Provifions fell fo 
fcarce, that we were at very (hort Allowance; and 
for Water we had not above half a Pint a Day per 
Man, and we had been obliged to throw; our Gun» 
and the lels valuable Part of our C^rgo over-board* . 
Nothing could be more dreadful apd pitiable than. 
our melancholy Situation \ fo that we begao to a- 
liandon ourfelvea toDefpair,and, wearied with Sick- 
nefs and Fatigue, refigned ourfelves in Expefla-. 
tion of the. fatal Moment that Ihoiild put a Period 
to our Misfortunes. I took a SpeU one Ev^i^g at 
the Helm, and experienced a great Inftance of the 
ProteSiQn of Providence; an increafed Guft of 
Wind threw a Sea over us, that waflied me, a Mate, 
apd three other Men, that were upon Deck, over- 
board, and, tho' it was almoft mftantaneous, yet I 
had Time enough to reflet^ that I was lofi, and to put 
a few fervent Supplications to God, recommend* 
log my Soul into his Hands, who befiowed it upon 
me ; when another Wave threw me again upon 
the main Deck, and there left me gafping for 
life ; It was (bme Time before I came to myfelf^ 
K 3 and 
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and I was their hurried intathe Cabbin^and put to 
Bed by Caplaia Friendfy. The Mate and the other 
three were loft, and, with the higbeft Sentiments of 
Devotion, I gave Thanlos to, and adored that mer- 
ciful Beings ^ho had thus (avad me from the Wa- 
ters that fo cerribty eqcoifipa&d ate round abouti. 
We began foon to experience all the Miferies of 
Famine, which appeared ift its moft terrifying* 
Forms. Six of our fick People expired thro' mere 
Want of neceflary Suftenance, and we were all fo 
overcome with Faffing, that the Men began to*' 
dtrbate, whether or no Lots (hould not be caft for* 
one of us to die to preferve the reft. We drank 
our Urme for many Days, not having the le^ft 
Rain fince the Storm began, which otherwife we* 
ihould have favtd for our Ufe. Our Main-mafll- 
was brought by the Boards but thro^ Mercy we 
got her clear of fhe Ship, and our Bowfprit and 
Part of our Rudder were carried away by the howl- 
ing Waves. Sure no. Sight eianM more dreadfu! 
than to fee a Veflinn fuch a forlorn Condition, and 
to furvey, all abound, the horrid Wafte of Wateri 
breaking Mountains high on every Side I at diftance 
you fee them diflfolviinfo a white Foam ndw^fink- 
ing into an abrupt Vale, or rifing into a perpetual 
Succeffion of broken craggy Hills, rolling fiar and 
wide away. The howling Burfts, that the bellow- 
irig Wind fends forth, rattle thro^ the Rigging with 
impetuous^ Force> and, lie one continued Peal of- 
I ^ ' Thundcs, 
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Thunder feem to deafen the Ears^ aad flun the 
Brain:

At the End of three Weeks, or thereabouts, as I 
was looking out afore, methought I faw an Oh- 
je£^, that, after obfcrving iledfaftly, I found flill 
kept its Pofition : I fet it by the Compafs, and per- 
ceived it bore ofF us due South ; fo with Joy I cal* 
led to Captain Friendly^ who was then very ill, and 
told him, I was fure I made Land a-rhead. Tho' 
he could fcarcely crawl, the News gave -him fuch 
Spirits, that be was up in an Inftant \ and, every 
K 4 body 
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body getting the Scent, the Decks were foon B\hd 
with People, wbofe Looks were capable to firike 
the Soul with Horror ; all wan, and pale, and 
ghaftly, from Illnefs and Famine ^ their Counte- 
nances now betrayed (bmewhat of a Smile,, and 
the meagre Hands and hollow Eyes were lifted up 
to thank God for the Mercy he hadbeftowed upon 
vs. The fucceeding Day we had a fliort CefTation 
of the Sterm, and, the Sky being fomewhat clear, 
we could now perceive it was plainly Land, rifing 
into Hummocks, and defcending on each Side ki- 
/^^^^^ a Point i we could not imagine what Land it 
f^f fc VvITtos, but fleered direftly in for it, imagining it to 
% >3>4e about fcven Leagues diflant from us, when the 
~ -^- ''Wind again began to rife with its wonted Fury, 
and drove us diredly tn for it : And now a frefli 
Difficulty arofe, how we fhould prevent the Vef- 
fel's driving up the Rocks, which would be our 
inevitable Deftrudion ; however, after tacking 
about, we found we could not keep her Head up to 
the Wind, and, weary and faint, let her diive, in* 
voking the great Piht of th9 Vnivtrffj once more 
to appear and a£t in our Favour. In fliort, three or 
four Hours brought us amongfl the Breakers, and 
prcfently the Ship thumped hard upon the Rocks, 
, l)eat Part of her falfe Keel off, and one of the Lar- 
board-ftrakes ; fo that foon the Water poured' 
upon us on all Sides, and we were obliged to put 
out our Boats, which were the Long-boat and Pin'- 
- \ ■ . ^ «4:^ 
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Mace, which with Icfs Difficulty we did, as the for- 
mer had been all Day in the Chains ; and, putting * 
in the latter the Conapany's Silver, and providing 
ourfclves with fqpae Powder^ Fire-Arms, aod Ma- 
thematical Inftruments, wi^ all oyr Books and 
Papers, andibme other Materiais, wfi fafcly got in- 
to them ta the Number of Forty-five Souls, and 
committed ourfelves totheProtedion of Providence, 
whofe Affiftance we again experienced, by getting 
&fely alfa on Shore, whiU^ at a Diftance we faw 
pur poor Veflel torn intaa thousand Pieces. 

Our firft Care was to fecunc our Bf^ifs^ and wUlfl 
a Party fet about building Tents for fuch of our 
People as were quite fick and unable to help them- 
^Ives, and whom,, with Difficulty extreme, we had 
got from the Wreck with us, the Captain, myfelf,. 
and two more, went auned to look abroad into the 
Country, to fee the Place, and to tUfcover if it wa9 
inhabited, and if we could procure the Neceflariea 
of Life, The Soil was Tandy, and abounded in 
ieveral Kinds of Trees and Shrubs; particularly to 
pur great Joy, we found the Paim-Tree to be.one 
of them,, which gave us a Profpedl of meeting with 
ftill greater Abundance. We found foftie Deec 
and fome wild Hogs, and feveral other Sorts of 
Animals for Food, and a particular Kind of Herb 
ibmewhat like Spinage,. by the Help of which Re* 
£re(hments we were foon all well recovered fave fix, 
who expired foon after our Landing; and began to 
K 5, entes 
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enter into a ForAi of domeftlc GoYcrmnent, Par- 
ties being appmnted to kill Qame, others to km^ 
Firing, and the Remainder to lengthen our Long- 
boat» by the Hdp of which we were in Hopes we 
might get from this Place. A)! our Coojeflurea 
were a long Time at a Puzzle to know where we 
were, tho* fome of our old Voyagers were pofitivc 
we were in one of the nK>ft Northerly of the Ma^ 
tian Ifiands^ which lie from 13"^ to aa'' of Nor- 
thern Latitude^ an^- in 148'' of £aft Longitude 
from the (i^eridtan of Lmdan. Our Obferva- 
tt<ms w^re confirmed in this^ and fome of our 
Men defiring to go put in the Pinnace to difcovet 
if we were really upon one of thcfe Iffands or no^ 
and to feek fo^Iababitants, for as yet we had feert 
none; ten ef them were permitted to go with Mr» 
ISdgky a Superci^gOy and a Mate at their Head ;. 
they wcr(^ vi£tualled as well as we could fupply them,, 
and having the proper Inftruments, and fome Tri* 
lies which we had fared to truck with the Natives^ 
they fet out on their Voyage ; but whether they 
were buried in* the Sea, or deftroyed by the JS^r- 
harianty I can't tell, for we never (aw them more ; 
and the Lofs of fo many of our Comrades firuck ua 
with a great Damp, and funk our Spirits, having 
now only,twenty-fevcnleftj befides,: in lofingthe 
Pinnace, we received a very great Detriment, as 
now we could not go out to iifh, which made a 
Part of our Diet. The Iflandj in the interior Part,. 

wa» 
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Was like a Garden, and the Air fo temperate, that 
we could not help thinking ouifelves aa happy as 
People in our Circumftances could defire to be^i 
coniidering all Things; and could we once get to 
any of our Settlements or Fadories, and from 
thence to Europe^ as we had done all that Men 
could do, we did not doubt our Condu£t would btf 
approved by the Company, and that they would 
make no Difficulty of employing us again in their 
Service. In the clofe of the Day we buHed our-* 
felves in fuch Sports or Dtverfions as we could per- 
form, as Wreftling, Leaping, ^€. and I made a 
Back-gammon Table in a rude Fafliion, and hav* 
ing Dice, that was the Entertainment of the better 
Sort of us : Every Day I read ijie Church Service, 
Morning and Evening, by the Captain's Defire, and 
on Sundays we attenckd die Devotion of the Day with 
all the PunAuality and Serioufncfs imaginable, and 
fet apart that feventh Portion of Time to thofe Ex-* 
erctfes that amend and raife the Heart to the great 
firft Fountain of all created Things, In Appear- 
ance there could not be a more harmonious and 
peaceable Set of People than we all were, rxpref- 
ling great Regard and AflcSion to each odier; but 
our melodious fFklkr might well fay,

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And this in a Iktle Time ptoved exadly to be ou9 
unhappy Cafe. Is it not fomethiog furpriling, that 
the Spirit of Difcord ceigns fo much amongft Man-- 
kind, that it follows thezn,. and intrudes itfelf in^ 
to their Breads, even vihcn their very Being de- 
pends upon Unity and Friendihip^s being prefer-. 
Vjed amongft tbeov? Could a> Situation much more 
direful be thought of than ours was, feparated as. 
k were from all the World, the Companions and 
Brothers of Misfortune; and of Misfortune not to> 
be overcome, without pur joint Efforts employed to 
extricate us. Yfit we fell into Feuds and Diflen-* 
Ijgns that caufed the Death of many, and had very 
near ruined the Innocent with the Guilty, and ini- 
volved us all in DeftruAion. Hitherto every one 
had fhewn the utmofl VVillingners in the Talks ap« 
pointed them, and to obey the Commands of their 
OfBcers, to whom they had been as fubmifs as be- 
fu!e our Shipwreck ;. and by that Means our Long-* 
boat was nearly ready fbr Sea, was decked and 
firengthened properly, fo as to become an exceK 
lent Sea.boat, and the Rigging her, for which we 
were pacticularly obliged to the Palm-tree ^ was* on 
Ihe Point of being finifhed ;. when a moil horrid 
Confpiracy wa& difcavered, carried on by twelve 
of our beft Hands, who had entered into an Agree- 
ment tb take away the Company's Treafure,. and 
m|4ce their Efcape in the Vefiel, and, leaving' us in 
this difcoofolate Condition, go to fome of the Por- 
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Af^iMsrSettknieiits; fliare the Money, and eveiy 
one to fliift for himlelf. This was their firft Plan, 
but they afterwards altered it, and agreed to nub 
zmon^f^ xh^ PhiUppifu Iflunds^ or to fleer to the 
Str eights of Manilla j and there to endeavour to (eize 
feoie^ large Veilel, and go upon the Accmmt^ or 
turn PyraUs. The principal Confpirator was one 
Scotty the Boatjwainy a Fellow that on Board I had 
bbferved to be of a mutinous, domineering Spirit, 
and particulariy fevere ia the Execution of his Of* 
fice \ in fliort,.! never liked him, but had feen him. 
behave with great Caution and Gircumfpedion 
fince he had been on Shore, which had in a Man-^ 
Her cured both Captain Friendfy and rayfelf of our 
Prejudices againfl him. They were all armed- 
with Firelocks and Hangers, as well as ourfdves,. 
which made it the more Dangerous ; and their De-- 
fign was juft ripe for Execution,, when I was the 
happy Inftrument to difcever and defeat it. I was-* 
one Day with my Gun, and a favourite Dog o£ 
inine, who had been before to btdiaviwh me; and^ 
having tired myfelf in the Purfuit of Game« laid 
myfelf downin a Copfe, intending to take a Nap' 
before I returned to my Companions, whilft the 
Dog ftrayed at forae Diftance from me^ round a« 
bout, employed in the feeking Way of Pointers^ 
I overheard a Voice which I knew to be Scoffsy 
who hallooed to another Man, Damn me, how came 
this Dog here?- He's like his Mafier, always peeo. 

ing 
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ing and prying about, and be damned to him ; I 
wi(h I could as eafily difpatch him as I cotild his 
Dog, and then we ihould have nothing to fear ; 
but I'll be damned if I dont hide the precife Son of 
a Bitch feme how or other notwithflanding : Up* 
on which, he gave my Dog a Kick, who rim 
yelping away, and, as it happened, diflant from the 
Place I lay in, at the Back of which tbefe Feltowi 
were walking. Curfe me, replies another, whom 
I knew to he^^ill JoneSy the Carpenter's MaUj 
he's a good Fellow too for that Matter ; I would 
not have any Blood fpilt if it could be helped, but 
as to the Company, a Pack of rich Scoundrels, I 
think it no Sin to rob them, if it was of twice as 
much. I lay clofe all this while, and heard thenv 
talk over their whole Defign, and luckily left the 
Spot, without its being perceived that I had over- 
heard them) and, in the Courfc 6f their Talk, 
learned all the Names of the Gang. I was fhock- 
ed and amazed at fuch a Scene of Villainy, but re- 
vived to z& very cautiouily, as I perceived they 
were already very flrong. The next Day I took 
Captain Friendly out with me, and Mr. Bin/en^ 
one of our Mates, and the only one we had re- 
maining, under Pretence of fliewing them a fine 
Profpeft which I had difcovcred in my Peregrina- 
tions the Day before. When we had got far e- 
nough, I began to open what I had heard, and my 
important Dilcovery> which made them tremble,

mnd^ tho' they both were as courageous Men as any 
I ever knew, yet it was fome Time before their 
Amazemeot would fuffer them to fpeak a Syllable; 
at length, when their firft Surprize was over, we 
}>egan to confult Ways and Means to cru(h the 
jConfpiracy before it came to a greater Head ; and» 
in order to that, it was. thought neceflary^ that the 
Silver (hould be put under a Guard of two of our 
truftieft Men, to be relieved every four Hours, and 
that I (hould lie in the Hut where it was (ecured ; that 
the Captain (hould call all the Hands together the 
next Day, and endeavour to feize the Confpirators 
unarmed, by the Help of fuch of our People as ftill 
continued faithful^ and towhoni we were to impart 
the Heads of the Affair this very Evening: Accord* 
ingly we fent privately to them, one by one, to- 
avoid Sutjpicion, and received a Promife from zll 
of them, that ' they would (land by their Com* 
mander, and not fee the Company injured ; and 
Bioft of them were fo irritated, we could hardly 
reftrain their Rage within proper Bounds; but 
what gave us great Uneafinefe, was the Impoffibi- 
lity of fecuring their Arms, or catching them with* 
out them ^ for, from a Precaution generally atten-- 
dant upon the A6tions of defigning and bad People^ 
who are full of Suf^icions, and ever on their Guard, 
they, it was obferved of late, always went armed, 
and as we were told, which was what had furprifed 
Ike reft of the Men> even lay with their Muiquets 
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by them all Night. It was then thought proper 
to alter our Plan of Adion $ and, the firft Time 
three or four of them went out together to fi& or 
hunt, to furround them, and, b)r Force of Arm^j 
make themPrifoners ; and, thus weakened in their 
Numbers, to attack the reft,^ arid, not i&irrendering', 
to put them to the Sword. An Opportunity im- 
mediately occurred; and Scott^ with four more^ 
going out, towards the other End of the Ifland, 
with Pretence to hunt, but really to agree on Me-» 
thods to put their Scheme in Execution, I begged 
the Captain to permit me to follow l^m, with fe-; 
ven picked Men ; which accordingly he did, and I 
took a different Rout, knowing^ however^, it would 
iboD bring us to encounter each other. In about 
an Hour we heard them approach, at a Diftance ; 
upon which I ordered three of my Men to enter 
a kind of Thicket, where they might be concealed 
from their flrft Sight, whilft I advanced, with the 
reft, fome Paces, and foon perceived my Gentle^- 
snen,* who made a Stand, and aficed, in a familiar 
-Way, How we came out fo far? I drew them, by 
Degrees, to the Place of ray Anibufcade,, talking rf 
Indi&rent Matters ; and tbern facing about fud-p 
.denly, cried. Gentlemen, I command you to lay 
down your Arms, and furrender yourfelves Pri- 
soners, that you may be cleared of a black Defign 
againft the Lives of your Companions,, and to run 
(away with, the VeiTel^. that we have allcontribute^ 

ta 
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to buik), to carry us from this foliuiry Place ; or 
may receive the Punifhment due to your Crime. 
Scott^ with the red, turned pale, to hear me fpeak 
ihQs ; but being a bold and defperate Sett of Wrjetches, 
they (bon refumed their Countenances, and he toM 
me, he did not Icnow by what Authority I called^ 
them to Account) that they were not under my 
Command, nor any one elfe ; and would try who 
were the beft Men, if I pcrfiftcd in my Defign ; fo 
d— n ye, my Lads, let's charge them direfily ; on 
which he fired at me, and thereupon I ordered my 
Men in the Thicket to let fly, by which tVl^o of the. 
Confpirators were killed, who, at the fame Inftant, 
with an unlucky Shot, difpatched one of my Com-* 
panions ; however, like wild Beafts, they did not* 
take Warning by their Friends Fate, which only 
fcrved to redouble their Fury ; and, Scott advancing 
before the other two, to knock me down with the- 
Butt-end of his Piece, I clapped my Firelock to hi» 
Breafi, and fliot him dead on the Spot ; on which 
his Companions furrendered themfelves Prifoners 
at Difcretion, and we bound their Hands and 
drove them before us, till we came near home ^ 
when, leaving them with two Men, for their Safe— 
keeping, the reft of us entered our little Plantation,, 
where Captain Friendly was under dreadful Ap- 
prehenfions, fearing our Plot had mifcarried ;. but 
now, when, from the Information of my Prifoners,. 
I could give him an exa£^ AccQunl of the Numbec 

and 
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Ktid Defigns of thefe Wretches, he was made toIe->> 
rable eafy, and we prepared for the Execution of 
the Second Part of our Scheme. The Captain and 
Mr. Bin/on, each attended by iix Men, well arm- 
ed, advanced before their Hut, and fummoned them 
to furrendcr, or expe£l to be treated without Mer- 
cy, as Scott^ and the reft of their Companions, had 
been before ; but crying out. One and allj One and 
all^ they fallied our, and, Defperado like, fired their 
Pieces on both Parties, by which we loft two Men ; 
and, by our Return to their Fire, dropped two of 
theirs. By this Time they had retreated to a large 
Tree, which had been cut down for fome Time be- 
fore, of which they make a Kind of Breaft-work ; 
tfnd, before our People could clofe with them, had 
loaded again, and dlfcharged full in their Teeth, by 
which another Man was killed, and Capt. Friendly 
wounded in the Shoulder; but, in Return to the 
Salute, our Parties fired, and laid three more of 
them flat on the Earth ; and the remaining two 
flung down their Arms, and fubmitted. As ft> 
much Blood had been fpilt, and thefe Four Fellows 
Were the leaft guilty ambngft them, Capt. Friendfy 
deferred any Proceedings again ft them, and pro* 
pofed to keep them confined till we failed, in order 
to deliver them up to the firft Faflory we came to^. 
for the Company to difpofe of as they thought fit ; 
but, whilft we were bufied in quelling this Infur- 
rcdion, five of our Men, who were on Board the 

Efcapey 
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Efcapt^ for fo we had named our new Veflel, agreed 
to run away with her; and providing themfelves, 
privately, with fome Provifions and Water, bad 
put out to Sea, without being perceived by any of 
us, we were fo employed in the aforefaid Opera- 
tions: And thus, whilft we were contending for 
the Prize, it was run away with from both Parties. 
Our Confternatton was extreme, when we difco- 
Vered this Perfidy, and faw, at Diftance, our Boat 
under Sail, and ploughing thro' the Waves. We 
were unable to fpeak or think, and were invdved' 
in the deepeft and moft cruel Defpair, finding now 
all Hopes to get away fruitlefs, and of no Efied^,' 
unlefs Providence direded fome Veflcl that Way, 
which was a.Thing we had no Foundation to fup« 
pofe. We were now only ten of us, including our 
Brtfoners, who feemed (o fincerety penitent,, that' 
they were fuffer^d to walk Abroad, but were not 
trufied with Arms. Nothing can equal, fure, our 
difconfolate Condition, and we began to think 
Heaven had forfaken us, and that we muft finifli 
our Days thus remote from our Friends, and na* 
ttve Country, and robbed of alt our fangutne De« 
fires, and fondeft Wiflies j.when, one calm Morn- 
ing, toour infinite Joy, we defcried a Sail, at fome 
Leagues- Dt fiance ; upon which we made a great 
Fire on an Eminence, and, getting upon another 
Hill, pitched a great Pble thereon, upon which we 
hung a Shirt, and continued firing our Mufquets^ 

without 
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without Intermiffion, hoping fome Eye or othef 
on Board her would difcover tbefe Signals of Dif- 
trefi ; and how rejoiced were we, when we could 
fee a Boat put ofF, full of Men, who rowed widi all 
their Might towards (he Ifland, and foon canae 
within Hale of us ; when, lying on their Oars> they 
aflced us, in Poriugmzej Who we were ? I ^nfwered 
for the reft in that Language, That we were the 
Remains of the Crew of an Englijb Ship, who had 
been (hipwrecked here a great while ago ; and beg.-^. 
ged them, for God's Sake, to take. us on Boards 
vAnch they immediately conftnied to; but would not- 
tpuch the Company's Silver, without firft obtaining 
their Captain's Leave. We were overcome witb^ 
Tranfport at this Change of our Condition, and 
returned fincere Thanks to God for our Delive- 
rance, and that we had fallen into the Hands of 
Friends and Allies to our Nalion ; and, indeed, we. 
met with the nobleft Ufage fix)m the Captain, Don 
Francifco de Zuniga^ who,, at my Requeft, fent his 
Boat again to Shore for the'Treafure I was fo food 
offaving for my Owners Benefit* This Ship was 
bound {xomGoay on a trading Voyage to Onrupzxti. 
Japariy and was a very large Veflcl, and better 
manned than, mbft of the PortuguixeShX^s gepe* 
rally are in thefe Parts of the World; and the 
good Captain agreed to put us afhore at CanUn> 
which was the firft Place he deCgned to touch at» 
Nothingcould happen better than this i |ior could 

"we 
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we be carried to a more defirable Place; but, 
tbo' we experienced all the Goodnefs and Ge« 
nerofity imaginable from this noble P$rtuguize^ 
we experienced the utmoft ^ Brutality, and fuper- 
ftitiotts Hatred from the common Sailors, poffibie; 
and could not help acknowledging, that, in their 
Ships, they are the mod nafly and lazy Wretches, 
that ever the World produced ; and fuch bad Sea- 
men in general, that, in a hard Gale ofWind^ 
they, inftead of beftirring themfelves with Britknefs 
and Alacrity, are conftantly fupplicating their St. 
Ant9nt9 to do their Bufinefs for them; fo that 
their Commanders are forced to exert their Au^ 
thority over them, as over a Pack of Slaves, to 
bring them to any Thing, They are, however, 
well acquainted with t\iQEafl'In(Uan Seas, and: are 
good Pibts ; and from them we learned, ' that the 
Ifland we were upon was called AJfogon ; which 
they diemfelves had been driven to the Sight of 
alfo by a Storm, which proved to us fo propitious 
and fortunate. . Dm FrandfcQ was as grod as his 
Word, and fet us fafely on Shore at CanUn^ re* 
fufmg to take any Satisfaction for the Service he 
had done us ; and we once more got amongft our 
Countrymen, after a Series of fuch Perils, Mif. 
fortunes, and Dangers ; and foon aftert ook Paffage 
in another, of the Company's Ships for England^ 
where, when we arrived, and had given the Di- 
fe£tots an AccQupt of our Behaviour and Hard« 

Ihk 
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(hips, they treated us very kindly, made us hand^ 
fome Prcfcnts, and gave Capt. Friendly a Ship for 
Coafi and Bay^ and prcFvided me wiih my prefent 
Voyage, to my old Station, Canton^ whence I am 
arrived here. Homeward-bound, happy in having 
recovered a Friend I fo dearly love, and who has 
been conftantly uppermoft in my Thoughts. 

We fympathtfrd with each other, in the var 
rtous Difficulties and Misfortunes we had met 
with, af)d congratulated, mutually, one another, 
on our good Succefs, which was likely now to raife 
us to a State of uninterrupted Happinefs, if a Mor* 
tal can ever be faid to participate of it. He heard 
Primes Adventures with Pleafure and Surprife, and 
conceived an high Opinion and Regard for Mn 
Seris* When he talked of his dear BeUair^ he 
perceived the Tears ftart in my Eyes ; and I could 
not help making a mournful Compartfon between 
his happy State and my Mifery, deprived, for ever, 
of my adorable and adored LeUifa. He faw my 
Pain 9 and, taking me in his Arms, kindly faid all 
he could to diffipate my Uneafinefs, and blamed 
himfelf for mentioning a Name which could not 
fail reviving my Ideas of the Charmer of my Souh 
He would fain have perfuaded us to leave the 
Dutch Ship, and go Paflengers in his ; but we had 
contracted fuch a Friendfliip for Capt. Biuhnan^ 
and he had done fo many Things, kkfdly to ac** 
commodate us jn the Voyage, that at length my 
- / FricnJ 
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Friend agreed, it would be almoft a Crime to leave 
him, and efpecially as their Ship was fo full, that 
he could not promife ui near fo good Entertain* 
ment there. He invited the Captain with us, to 
a genteel Treat he gave us on Board his Ship ; and^ 
all the Time we lay at the Cape^ the Intercourfe of 
Civilities from Ship to Ship was great and noble; 
and like Men who fincerely delighted to oblige each 
other. The friendly Behaviour between Mr. Diaptr^ 
myfelf, and Mr. Sari$^ fpread a Complacency every- 
where, and infpired Love and Humanity into 
every Bread. When we had got all on Board that 
was neceflary for our Voyage, my dear Friend 
took a tender Farewel of us, hoping we (hould ar- 
rive fafe to the defired, the deftined Spot, from 
which we had been fo long abfent, in thefe uncom- 
fortable, fultry Climates. Capt. Beeckman^ by the 
Defire of the other Captains, took the Command 
as Commodore^ and delivered his Orders accordingly; 
refolving, if poffibje, to keep Company with each 
other to Europe. We weighed, and fet fail in Con- 
cert, and continued fo till we came the Length of 
the Canaries ; when a violent Storm arofe, that 
put us in the utmoft Pain for each other. Our 
Ship rode it well j -but Capt. Friendly\ and that 
wherein my Friend was, feemed to labour very 
hard, amidft the impetuous Winds, and boiling* 
Waves, which rofe even to the Clouds ; and, in a 
Day afterwards, the Storm fiill continuing, we loft 

Sight 
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Sight of our whole Fleet, to our great Uneafinefs. 
I fent up Petitions for their Safety, and prayed that 
the Almighty would ftill the raging Main," and 
protea mv poor Friend and his Companions. We 
drove thiis for feveral Days; but at length the 
Tcmpeft abated, and a fliU Calm fucceeded this 
War of the Elements. 
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ney put into Madeira.— ^» extraordinary 
Adventure,— He faves an old Friend from a 
Gang of BriVoes.—Tbey are wounded in 
tbeConfli£i.-rbeir mutual Joy at the Sight 
of each other.— Mr. ArchetV Account of 
the Accident.— He embarks with Captain 
Beeckman.— r-&«y arrive at Amfterdam. 

TH E Winds hanging contrary to us, and 
fome of our Men being very ill, cur Cap- 
tain refolved to touch at the Madeira's; and ac 
cordingly we anchored in the Road oiFial; and 
foon after the Captain, Mr. Saris, and myfelf, 
went on Shore, and dined at the Dutch CnfuFsy 
where we were elegantly entertained -, and the next 
Day paid our Compliments to ^t EngliJbConfuU 
who received us with that Polilenefs fo ufual to that 
Gentleman, and ftaid us to Dinner; and feveral 

of 
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or the EngUJb Merchants accompanied us to fee. 
the Curiofities of the Ifland, and thofe of the 
Town. I had a particular Veneration for this 
Place, as it was the Scene of the Adventures of two 
faithful Lovers, who here finifbed their Lives and 
Misfortunes together, after retiring from the Rage 
of their Perfecutors in England. The Romijh In- 
habitants abound with all the fuperftitious Cuftoms 
and Ceremonies that can make a rational Creature 
fick of Ignorance and £nthuGafm ; and, perhaps, in 
their Manners, are the bafeft and loweft Wretches 
tbat one can form an Idea of* I found the cele- 
brated Wines of this Place not near of b generous 
a Relifli and Flavour, as they were in mod difiant 
Parts I had drank them : And 'tis an Obfervation 
of the Merchants, that the heft Madeirm is to be 
found at New Tork^ in North Anurica^ owing as 
much to their Management of it there, as to the 
Accidents of Purgation and Refining which it meets 
with in the Pafiage. We fpent many agreeable 
Hours here, and were univerfally careflcd ; but, 
to our Difappointment, found only one Duich 
Ship, of all our Convoy, had put into Fyal\ which 
gave me frefli Pain for poor Diaper^ who, my me- 
lancholy Difpofition fuggefied to me^ had periflied 
in the Ocean's devouring Jaws. 

One Evening I was returning from a Merchant's 

lo«the EngBJh ConfuTsj having left Mr. Saris znd 

Captain Bteckman behind me, and was going to 
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the upper Part of the Town for that Purpo(e, when 
my Ears were accofted with tbeClafhing of Swords^ 
and feveral heated £xpreifioo9 uttered in the Par* 
iuguPi€ Language ; and particularly one Voice cri*» 
^A^ Villains, tho^ opprefied with Numbers, you'll 
find me np eafy Conqueft ! From a certain gene* 
rous Propenfity in my Nature, I drew my Sword^ 
and haftened to the Succour of this unknown Per- 
fon, and, by the glimmering Twilight, couM per-^ 
ceive he was ai&uked by fix others, who had fur* 
rounded him; upon which I cried, in the fame 
language. Courage, Sir, I believe your Caufe is 
good by the Multitude of your Aflailants ; For- 
tune has fent you an Affiftant, who, perhaps, may 
turn the Scale on your Side i and, fo faying, I be- 
ftirred myfelf in a Manner that nuide our Antago* 
nifis ibinic it was Time to ad with more Caution 
ttuud ihey bad hidierto doiie \ but Villains are al- 
ways Cowards, and after giving my Companion a 
Wound, that laid him on the Ground, and run- 
ning me thro' the Left-arm, oneof them dropping,^ 
and the reft having received feveral Hurts, they 
f(poured away, and left us Mafters of the Field of 
Battle* By thi^ Time the Garritbn had been alarm* 
ed, and a ftrong Party, with an 'Officer at the 
Head of it, fent to quell any Dilbrder that mights 
have arifen : They found me raiilng the unknown 
Qentlemati>wtiobad received feveral Wounds, and, 
^tieo they h^ loolcpd in the. dead Man's Face,

they knew him to be one of thofe execrable Raf- 
cals, that for Hire will undertake to rid a Man of 
his Enemy, by dabbing him or (booting him pri<- 
vately, or attacking him with Numbers ; a Prac« 
tice more common amongft the Porttdguexe than 
even with the Spaniards and Italians i my ^ thofe 
Fellows pretend to fo much Honour in their Way, 
that, if the Employer happens to relent, they furcly 
facrifice him, if he gives Notice to bis Aatagonift 
to avoid the Danger he has planted for him. 
When the Oflkcr had received my Account of the 
Affiair, he very civilly defired me to attend him to 
the Governor J who was making merry at an Eng^ 
Irjb Merchant's, who teftified fo much in my Fa- 
vour, that we were fet at Liberty, . and a Procla- 
mation ifiued to take the reft of the Perfons con^- 
cerned in this vile Attempt. The Gentleman I 
had relieved, could fcarcely walk, but, underfiand- 
ing he quartered at Don H^nriques de GuzmarCsy 
the Officer an^ myWf accompanied him there', 
where we received the Thanks of that Gentleman^ 
and a fine young Lady, bis Daughter, who both 
feemed mightMy aSe£led with the Misfortune that 
had happened to thetr Friend. In the Hurry and 
Confiifion this Affair had put me into, I had 
not regarded hkn attentively; but, hearing him 
thatik me very gratefully in the Englijh Language, 
methoiight the Tone and Manner of his Expref- 
fion revived fomewhat in my Memory, that had 
L 2 been 
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been very faithfully recorded there ; and how plea- _ 
fingly furprifed was I, when, afking the Name of 
bis Prefervcr, after telling him it was Tbompfin^ 
weak as he was, he gave a tranfporting Cry,, and 
faid. Yes, *tis he, it could be no- body elfe but him 
that faved me.. Ah, my dear Friend ! — and yet it 
can't be he, — it muft, — it is,— and he has quite 
forgotten his faithful Archer: At that Name, I 
plainly perceived it to be that young Gentleman I 
had fo dearly valued, and who was fo altered, it 
was impoffible for me elfe to have recollefted him. 
Tho' now plain, it was ftill myfterious, and, tak- 
ing him in my Arms, our Congratulations were fo 
aftcfling and tender, as melted all the Standers-by ; 
in fliort, we were moved ourfelves, and all the lit- 
tie Scenes of boyilh Affeflion, and the Tranfafli- 
oni of our juvenile Years rulhed at opce into our 
Minds, and caufed an inexprefiible Gladnefs to play 
about our Hearts. Don Henriquei^ and the reft 
of us, could hardly perfuade him to go to Bed and 
have his Wounds drefied, which we found were not 
dangerous \ and, as to mine, it appeared fo flight 
a Matter, that I would have fat up all Night with 
my Friend: But that the Surgeon would by no 
Means permit, for already our Interview had cau- 
fed a Fever in him, which he was very apprehen- 
five of the Confequences of; fo returning Thanks 
to the Gentleman and his Family, I departed 

to 
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to my Lodging, promiflng Archer^ that I would fee 
him betimes in the Morning. 

I informed Mr. Saris of my good Fortune, in 
having faved the Life of a Man I fo much loved, 
and whom I had not feen for (b many Years. I 
could perceive Mr. Archer was altered very much 
for the better, and had all the Gentleman about 
him ; together with the Roughnefs of an Englijb^ 
many there was mingled, the foft Air and Look of 
the Portuguize^ which had a very good Effefi upon 
the Spe£hitor j but what I valued him much for 
was to fee, that he carried the fame honeft friendly 
Heart in his Bofom, that he had done when we 
roved the Fields of Science, under the endearing 
Care of my Father. I carried Mr. Saris with me 
to fee him, . and he was fo well recov^^ered, that he 
was able to difcourfe ; and we renewed again ar 
thofe Tefiimonies of AfFe£lion, fo natural where 
there \i an eftabli(hcd Regard between two Per- 
fons ; and, he being able to bear it, at his Defire I 
gave him an Account of all my Tranfadions and 
Adventures from the Time of our Separation till 
now. Part of which he had received by Letter from 
his* Father, who he informed me, much to my 
Joy, was alive and well, with Mr. Sharpley the 
elder ; but, as to* young Sharpley^ he had not heard 
of him for fome Time, near a Twelve-month. He 
condoled with me like a Man that loved me on 
ray Difa(Ur», and congratulated me on my fucceed- 
L 3 ing 
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mg good Fortune^ with an unfeigned Satisfadiom 
Upon enquiring after his Affaire, t found chcy had 
not been inteifperfed with any very extraordinary. 
Accidents; buttbatjin a fettled CourfeofTraffic^ 
he had made himfelf Matter of a pretty Fortune ; 
that the Scene of bfs Bufinefs had not been folely 
confined to Oporto ; that he had frequently refided 
at Ltjb$nj • from whence be had now brought a 
Cargo to Madeira^ which having difpofed of to 
great Advantage, he had a Thought of taking Paf- 
Oge with us for H»l/andy from whence he wou)d 
provide himfelf with another Cargo loOparia.: Hh 
Letters from England were of much later Date 
tlian any of mine, and from them 1 learnt my 
Father and all our Friends w^re wtll in Yorhjbirey 
where Mr. Archer propofed to vifit us in about a 
Twelve-month, and, if Things went to bis Mind^ 
t» fettle in Londbn. I wa» charmed at his Propo- 
fal of going with us to Holland^ and aflured him, 
he fliould want no Accommodations, if I myfelf 
was forced even to fwiag in a Hamnnxk. Mr» 
Archer*^ Life hiiherto had been one unifouii 
Plan, whereia the Merchant had always the upper 
Hand ; and, in che Confidefatior> of riiing in his 
Profeifion, all the Starts and PaiEons of the Sout 
were centered ; indeed no Man feemed better cut out 
for Trade, having alt the admired Principles of that 
Set of Men. As he had not mentioned a Word of 
Love in his whole Story, I could nol; ioaagine how^ 

he 
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becatne to be attacked by the Bruvm^ tfaofe Af- 
isMilts being cominonly the Refuk of fome Amour ; 
and therefore I made fo/ree as to vSa him» If he 
knew the Meaning of his being fet 0{>on by them ? 
He told me, he guefl^ fome what of the Matter, and 
that his being carefled by D§h H^nriquiS^ and his a- 
miable Daughter, had raifed the Hatred of Don 
yuan di Carvalboj a noble PoriuguiTSiy who had 
Pretenfions to her } and, Love and Jealoufy being 
almoft always united in the Portugutze^ that he 
bad thus contrived to take him off. We en- 
tered into a Difcourfe of the bafe Principles that 
animate this Nation, and from thence into another 
en Duelling, which is fo common in other Coun«> 
tries \ and Mr. Saris obferved, that the Method of 
taking an Enemy off in this Manner, with die 
gloomy revengeful Pfrtugvize^ allowing for the 
4iAsrent Notions of Things, that difierent People 
er Nations have, was equally honoin:able when 
confidered in this Light, that the iuigle Com« 
batant, as well as the Affaffinator, thinks no^ 
thing can retrieve his Honour but fpilKng the 
Blood of his Antagonift. Indeed the generous 
Engli/bmoHj and the Fnmbman^ oppofes his Man 
fingly, and Face to Face ; but the fame Princi* 
pies infpire his Breaft as do thofe of an lialwn^ 
when he flabs you behind with his StilUtt^ \ for 
they purfue the fame Ends, but by different Routs. 
If any Thbg, the Pradice of the EngUJb and 
L 4, French^ 
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Frtfub is more abfurd ; for to have received an Iir* 
jury, anjJ, at the fame Time, to put it in the Power 
of your Enemy to take your Life, is either con* 
founding Right and Wrongs or is depending upon 
the Affiftance of a Being in the Combat, who has 
declared, f/e that Jhidi Man's Bloody ty Man foaH 
bis Bkodbejhed. Pity it is, that the utmoft Con- 
tempt does not fucceed fach Encounters to both 
^Parties, and that, by a public Brand, they were 
not feparated from Society^ as Aliens and Strangers 
to thofe amiable Propenfities of human Nature, 
Mercy and Forgivenefs of Injuries. 

Captain Bieckman confenting at our Requefl to 
Mr. Arcber^h taking Pai&ge with hiBn> we accom- 
modated him as well as we could \ and being quite 
recovered, and fettling his Affairs, fo as to find 
them as he wifiied, when he faw his Correfpond* 
cnt at Lijbon^ we took Leave of all Friends and 
Acquaintance, and, weighing, fiood for the North- 
call, and were foon out of Sight of the Ifland, run- 
ning afore the Wind with a fine Gale, which gave 
us Hopes of foon concluding our tedioua Voyage- 
Fair and ferene Weather continued during the 
Remainder of our Paflage, which, being at the 
moft pleafant Seafon of the Year, yielded us a 
great deal of Satisfaction \ and fure no one can 
defcribe the many Starts and Motions of Joy 
that filled my Heart, in approaching Europis hap* 
py Seats, after lb long an Abfence ; nay, the lame 

Gladnefs,^ 
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Gladnefs flione in the Eyes of the meaneft of our 
Crew, and even Mr. Sarisy tho' opprefled with a 
black and deadly Melancholy, Teemed infpired with 
Pleafure. It is Providence, it is Heaven itfelf, who . 
has placed in our Breads, that Inclination to our 
native Country, that dire£ts and flimulates us in 
all our Adions ; that anuable Propenfity to defire 
and long to behold and enjoy the Happinefs of liv- 
ing, of dying, where we were firft kindled into 
Life, and firft became Members of Society ! Even 
the frozen Laplander^ and the Sun-burnt Hotten^ 
Uty have the fame Sentiments, and deprived of thefr 
Bative, tho' comfortlefi Skies, are greatly unhappy^ 
and, pining, feel the moft pungent Sorrow. 

We came to Anchor in that famous River, on 
which is feated the ever renowned Mart Amftir^ 
daniy and I thought, for a long Time, my Cu- 
riofity could never be fatisfied, in viewing all the 
Wonders of that great Metropolis, not only of the 
United Provinces ^ but, I may fay, alfo of the whole 
trading World ; and my two - Companions, who 
were alfo before Strangers to the Place and Coun- 
try, were as eager, as myfelf, to gratify themfelves 
in infpeding'the Laws and Cuftoms of this wife 
and great People.

MR. Saris^ having found an Opportunity to go> 
to Inland^ by a Ship bound to C$rky laid 
hold of it» and, after taking the moft tender Leave 
of each other,, and promi(ing to keep up an epifto- 
lary Correfpondence, embarked for that Place, Icav* 
ing it to my Care to remit him^ the EflFeds be 
bad id T^rumadt i&ods, when \ got to^ Englaniy 
where I would have petAiaded hini to accom- 
pany me ; but he was vepy eager to fee bis^Sofi, and 
therefore I couM not poffibty expedl that Gratilica< 
rion. Soon after bis Departtire, ytr.Jhcber^ hav* 
ing completed a valu^le Cargo foe Porti^al^ aL'b' 
took his Leave of me, intruftiifg x» my Care 
Lietters to his Father, to mine, and my- Mother,, 
and Mr.. SharpUy the elder. I parted with him, 
with great Regret, and his Reludbnce to feparate 
was almoft* as great as mine ; but we comforted 
each other, in the Confideration, that, in about a 
3 Twelvemonth^ 
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Twelvemonth, he would be able to complete dl bU 
Affairs Abroad, and return to England. 

I applied to feveral eminent Je#ellers to difpofe 
of my large Diamond, which I was now rcfolvcd 
to turn into Money, in order to remit it to Eng-- 
lafid\ butfome thro* Ignorance, and others thro' 
Knavery, put fo low a Price upon it, that I was 
tefolved not to difpofe of it here at all : However 
at laft I happened, at a Coffee-houfe adjoining to 
the Stadt'baufgj to mention it to Mr. Levyj a no- 
ted Jexmjb Broker, who was in Raptures at the 
Sight of it, and undertook to get me a Cuftomer ;. 
which he accordingly did in the Prince of parm- 
Jiadty whole Agent paid me down to the Amount 
of 22000 /. which was more than ever I cxpcfl> 
ed ', and I thought myfelf fo obliged to the Fidelity 
and Addrefs of Levy^ that I iilfifted upon his ac- 
cepting 200 Florinf^ befides what was ufual for 
Commiffion ; and thus I found myfelf richer than I 
could in my moA fanguine Hopes have defired, and 
immediately procured Bills payable at London^ 
which I fent by the Packet to Mr. Diaper^ referv- 
ing only about 50Q /. to carry me Home, and foiT 
fuch other Matters as might occur. I now made 
the Tour of the Provinces, and faw the moft 
confiderable Places in the Dominions of the 
Republic, and at length went to Rotterdam^ with 
a. View to get a Paflage in fomc Ship for England^ 
and found the Salijbury^ Capt. Mac-Kenzie t^^idy 
L 6- to 
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to fail ; wilh whom agreeing, I embarlced with 
him, and in three or four Daju afterwards failed 
for that Country my Soul now longed after, tho' 
it revived in my Mtnd a-thoufand Ideas,, that gave 
me Pain inexpreffible- 

Captain M'Kmxiis Ship was a very flout one^, 
and well manned ; fo, notwithflanding Ptivateera 
fwarmed in the Channel and Hortb SeaSy. he was 
lefolved not to wait for Convoy, but make the 
beft of his Way alone, and accordingly we failed 
with a favourable Wind j but, abieaft of the Nortk 
Foreland^ we were chaced by a Privateer unde£ 
^ Fnncb CoIours,^ who, the' we crouded alL the Sail 
we could,,, wronged us greatly, and.foon came uq 
with us: She was a large Ship, foill ofCuns and 
Men I however Af'jEmzir refolved to do all he could 
to fave himfelf, and,^ edging down upon her> 
gave her a Broadfide, which raked her fore and aft, 
and damaged her Rigging ; our Salute was return- 
ed by the like Compliment, and all their Tops being 
manned with Marines^ with fmall Arms, who dif- 
charged at the fame Time, we had a Number of our 
Men killed and wounded, and Captain M^KitizU 
being fliot thro' the Head, bis Mate difabled, and 
all Things in Confuiion, it was thought high Time 
to ftrike to the Enemy, who fent their Boat on 
Board of us, and, leaving a Number of Hands be- 
hind them, took me and two or three other Paffen^ 
gers with them to appear before their Captain^ 

wbofe 
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whofe Name was Li Serre, and the Privateer's the 
TirriUej belonging to Havn de Grace. He be- 
haved with an Extremity of Politenefi, returned us 
our Swords, made us dine with him, and forbad his 
Men to ftrip any of the Prifoners, to whom be 
aded with great Gencrofity and Tendernefs. He 
found his Prize a very good one, which perhaps 
not a little contributed to bi» pleafant Temper, for 
we were laden with a. very valuable Cargo. ,My 
Lofs was very trifling, confiding principally of what 
Money I had about me ;. and he Sem very much 
diftinguifhed me, and feemed greatly pleared with 
my Converfation. And thus t found myfelf in the 
Condition of a Captive, tho' it did not give me 
much Pain, as there had,.! underflood; been a Car<^ 
tel fettled between the two Nations for the £x- 
ebange of Prifoners : Nay, I was not a little pleaded 
that I' ihould have an Opportunity to fee Franci^ 
which I had a long Time defured*.

HAvifig difpofed of Matters in the Prize, and- 
on Board the Terrible^ the Captain carried 
IIS into Dutikirk^ where our Men were put into 
the Prtibn ; but, as to myfclf and the reft of the 
Paflengers, we had Liberty, upon our Parole^ to 
watt: in the Town, fo that we did not go near 
the Works, which they are very cautious leffi 
any Stranger fbould infpeft. We had a Houfe aC^ 
figned us to lodge in, and from thence,, when a 
little fettled, I wrote to my Father, Trumatij and 
ether Friends in England^ to whom I had alfo be- 
fore wrote from Retterdanij acquainting them with 
the Misfortune that had happened to me, and letting 
them know that I had drawn a Bill for 200/. paya« 
ble on Sight, to Monfieur Farillorty or his Order in 
London. I received an Anfwer in about a Month, 
in which, after condoling with me on my Mifhap,. 
riiej inforiped me, that Truman^ WiOj^ my EfFeAs, 
bad arrived fafe in England^ and that they had 

difpofed 
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Afpofed everj Thing for my Benefit ; that the 
Bills I fenC from Holland had been paid, and that 
all my Friends were in Health, and longed for no«» 
Ihing fo much as to fee me ; and Mr. Goodwi/I had 
got Letters from a great Man to the Mimfltr of 
the Marint in Fr€mciy by which he did not doubt 
Ihey (hoiild hear I was immediately releafed i and 
this Way they the rather took^ as no Cartel Ship- 
would fail to France for fome Time. My Mo- 
ver's Letter was full of Tendernefs and all that 
Affedion and Regard ihe preferred in her Breaft for 
her Son, of which I had had ib many and fo great 
inftances. One Thing gave me a high Satisfac- 
tion, which was, that I recciTcd a Letter from my 
Friend Diaper^ who had fefely arrived in England^ 
and only waited my coming Home to celebrate his 
Nuptials with his deareft Mifs BeUair. In about 
10 Days after I had rfie Pleafurc of receiv?ng. 
thefe Letters^ which fct my Heart at reft, an Or- 
der came to the Gcvermr of Dunktrky to releafe an 
Englijh Gemleman, whofe Name was Thompfiny. 
and to fiiffcr him to depart to whatever Place hi» 
Inclination led htm ; and accord tngfy^ I. was fent 
ft>r by him, and acquainted wkh the News, I re- 
turned him my Thanks in the beft Manner I could^ 
and he ftaid me to dine with him ; and I wrote a 
Letter of Acknowledgment to the Miniftcr, and 
hoped I fh€)u(d be permitted' to thank- himrin Per/bh- 
at my Atfivalat Parisy where I propofed tado my* 
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fdf the Honour to go as foon as I had fettled my 
Affairs at Dunkirk. This I had no fooner done, 
and received Remittances from London^ than L re*~ 
folved to fet out for Parity but, before I went, 
thought I could not leave Dunkirk^ with Satisfac- 
tion to my Mind, unlefs I endeavoured to foften 
the Rigours of my Countrymen's Confinement^ 
who were now very numerous ; and, accordingly, 
I went to the Place of their Durance, and be-* 
fiowed upon each of them a Sum of Money, and,, 
for the Ufe of the Ship's Crew I was taken in, I 
kft a confiderable Sum in the Hands of Mr. Poftl^- 
ibwaiUy an Englijb Merchant refiding at Dunkirk,^ 
with a Defire that he would iflue it out to them,, 
as he thought in his Difcretion they needed it. Dtnh- 
kirk is not more formidable at prefent to this Na^- 
tion, by its Situation.and the Works that have been 
carried on there, than as it is the Receptacle and 
Afylum of all the Outlaws, Bankrupts, and Smug* 
glers almoft, that are forced to leave their native 
Country for Fear of PuniOiment for their Crimes 
and Frauds ; the latter particularly, who are con^ 
fiantly employed, in Defiance df our Laws, in ma« 
king Trips over to England with uncufiomed^ 
Goods, are of the greatefl Service to the French^ 
by the early Intelligence they give their Merchants 
of the Men of War and Privateers that fail from 
our Ports, with their Deftinatlon, by which they* 
2iXC able to fteer fuch Courfes, as they may avoids 
the Danger of being made Prise ofs fo that no 

Set 
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Set of People meet with more Countenance here, 
or are more encouraged by the Governors of alL 
their Sea-Port Towns. 

I hired a proper Conveyance, and fetout by Way 
of Graviline to Calais^ and from thence took Paf- 
lage in the Coach for Paris. Our Company con- 
fided of three or four French Officers and a Domini^" 
carij who was going to that Metropolis, having 
procured a Chaplainfhip to a Perfon of DifiinSion 
there. Nothing could be more entertaining than 
this Company, and theufual Politenefs of the jPr/xr^iS 
Nation made our Journey infinitely agreeable. At 
Amtem one of our Companions left us, whofe Place 
l^as fupplied by an Englijh Gentleman, who feem- 
ed in Perfon and Temper formed to pleafe : It is 
natural for one to be very curious in knowing the 
Affairs that detain our Countrymen in France^ at 
this Time 5 and in a Utt and genteel Way he in- 
formed us, that he had been Captain of the Sfjy an 
Englijh Slo9p of War i which was, in purfuing a Fnnch 
Privateer too eagerly, run on Shore upon the Coa{t 
of Franciy where, after lofing their Veffel, they 
were obliged to feek for Shelter in their Longboat^ 
and were made Pri(bners of War ; that his Crewr 
had been with himfelf exchanged, but having con-^ 
trafied a Friendlhip with the Sieurdu PleJJisj Cap- 
tain of the Amiable^ a French Ship of War, he had" 
accorded to an Invitation he made him to pay \\\tTL 
a Vitt at Pariu The reft of this Gentleman^s 

Difcourfe 
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Difcourregave me a very high Idea of his good Senfe, 
and there was fomewhat fo fwcet feemingly in his 
Difpofition, that one could not avoid loving him* 
At Beauvaisy for we took that Road, thi» Gentleman 
called me on one Side, and, begging my Pardon, de- 
fired I would with Patience and Candour hear him 
make a Requeft to me, which, from his Knowledge 
©f his Countrymen's Generofity, and from fomc 
Things he had heard me advance in Difcourfe, be 
had great Hopes I would freely grant him : In fhort,. 
Sir, I am unhappy enough to have been robbed be- 
tween Calais and Amiens^ by two Iri/h Soldiers, of 
all I had about me, and I can't promife myfelf ta 
receive Money for feme Weeks, even when I come 
to Paris. At prefent I have only one Livre about 
me, and am unable to pay my Reckoning ami 
Coach-hirie ; but, if you can have fo much Confi* 
dence in me, as to lend me a few Livres, yoii may 
depend upon it I will moft faithfully repay yoti 
again. I took him by the Hand, and told him, 
be obliged me by his Requeft, and, feeling iiv 
my Purfe, drew forth half the Contents, and 
put it into his Hands» amounting to 'Tome Louis 
dOrs. He flood filent for fome Time, and then,, 
advancing, catched me eagerly in his Arms, and 
could not find Words to exprefs his Acknov/- 
ledgments ; at length he cried. Would to, God,. 
Sir, I may merit your Friendlhip, for I already 
feel I (hall be unhappy, if I am not cfteemM by 

youk 
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700 ;. and perhaps. Sir, you may one Time or other 
rtitnk it no Difgracelto be known by Sbarplty.'^^ 
Sbarpj£y / I replied, with a reniarkabk Alteratioa 
c^ Voice and Countenance, it can't be; pray, dear 
Sir, what Countryman aFe you ? If of TirJ^hir^t aa 
my Heart feems to tell m^, I fliall count my&If 
happy. I am» Sir, I am of that County, he re» 
joined with Precipitation ; but, dear Sir^ are you 
acquainted with that Name and Family ? I am not 
only acquainted. Sir, but love tbem all as well aa 
I do myfeif, and am iiurprifed at my Dulnefs, that 
I could not difcover my dear Friend before : ComQ 
tx> my Arms, and partake of all that is mine} for 
qur antient Tie of Friendibip intitles you to it.— *» 
1$ it poffibleryou (hould not remember Thon^finf 
Th$mpfin^ he cried, what ?— Yes, — my dear Jayf 
It is he himfelf, and that accounts for the Impulfi:4 
I felt in bis Favour ! We embraced, and I believe 
na one ever was Witnefs to lb much mutual Lov» 
and Tendemefs between two Friesds ; we wera 
never tired with gazing at each other i and this un- 
expected Meeting in a-Foreign Country^ — in fucb 
Qircuoiftances — ^gave a Flow of Pleafure and Sa« 
tisfadioD, that Fxpreffion is too feint to defcribe i 
There was fomewhat in Sbarplr^ more like my- 
feif than in Archer ; he was a more generous open 
Soul, his Scene of Life had been as much varied a» 
my own, and he had all that native Freedom and. 
Gcnexofity in his Breaft and Adlions, that cannot 

fail 
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fail of raifing Love and Efteem. Wc even wept 
on both SideSy and quke forgot that we were going 
to Parisj had not the Driver of the f^oifure awaken^ 
ed us from our Tranfports, by telling us it was 
Time to prepare for going. The reft of our Jour- 
ney was full of the increafed Pleafure arifing ffx)nr 
the Company of fuch a Friend, and we arrived fafe- 
ly at Paris^ where SharpUy infifted on my accom- 
panying him to the Houfe of Monfteur du PUJfuj 
where that Gentleman, in the politeft Manner^ 
begged us to make it our own whilft we ftaid. Ic 
was in the Street of St. Hon^n^ and himfelfand 
his Family were fuch engaging People, that t 
thought myfelf quite happy in their Society; and, 
as to SharpUy^ he was treated by Du PleJJls^ more 
like a Brother than an Acquaintance. He bad re-, 
deived fome Wounds in an Encounter with an* 
Englijh Ship of War, and had obtained Leave, for 
his Bravery, to fpend ibme Months with his F»^ 
mily in this City, where the beft andgreateft Com^ 
pany daily reforted to fee him. When we were » 
Itttle fettled, I called my Friend on one Side, vcA 
told him, as he expefled no Remittance from his 
Agent for fome Time, I begged he would make 
free with my Purfe, and let us (hare it;^ that, as to 
my Part, I was fo fituated,that I could have Money 
enough of any Banker in ParU^ and therefore in- 
ffded upoit it, that he fliould deal with it as his- 
own, without Referve \ be thanked me in the 

warmeffc 
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warmeft Manner, and we immediately (hared what 
I had remaining about me, and began to live ia 
cxxnmon with that Opennefs that diftinguiihes 
Friends and Gentlemen, from the avaricious and 
penurious Creatures, that only pretend to thofe 
fublime Principles, that we felt at the Bottom of 
our Hearts. 

Hail, holy Friendfliip, that infpires the Bofbm 
with generous Warmth and Harmony ! that 
times the Soul to Notes of higheft Concord, and 
compenfates for all the Ills of Life ! Born with this 
Principle towaids each other, this kind, this hea- 
venly Motion to mutual Love and foft Benevo« 
lence, nothing but Paffion's fell detefted R^ign, and 
baneful vice in her maligned Progrefs, can break 
the native Tie that knits Mankind together ! a Tie 
as neceflary to Societies as 'tis to Individuals. It 
leflens Loads of Woe, with aching Sympathy and 
tendered Compaffion ; and Joy, which loves to be 
communicated, increafes more and more, when* 
ever it finds Partakers in its Tranfports. The 
Wretch, all Gloom, who has not, does not feel thy 
Influence, lives a moft jealous, moft fufpicious 
Creature ; forlorn, he (talks about all comfortlefs, 
and knows he wants the friendly Aid, the power- 
ful Affiftance, to ward each fatal Blow that threats 
Deftrufiiion to his Peace and Quiet ! Oh ! may I 
Acver live devoid of thee ! Benign and lovely 

Sweetener 
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Sweetener of my Life, dear Confolation to the trou«- 
bled Breaft. 

When we found a proper Opportunity, accord- 
log to my Friend's earned Defire, I gave him an 
Account of all the Accidents that had befallen me, 
lince he firft went to Sea, at which he exprelled 
the utmoft Surprife j and when I related the Death 
of my Lokifa^ and my Defpair and Diftra£tion after 
that melancholy Occurrence, he could not refrain 
Tears, which plentifully trickled down his Cheeks, 
and tefttfied more than any Thing the AfFedion 
he bore me. He then gratified me with an Account 
of his own Adventures, which principally confided 
of Sea Voyages, and Affairs, and Defcriptions of 
fach Places in the fesreral Parts of the World, as 
be had vifited : He had wrote to his Father fince 
his being taken Prifoner ; but had received no An« 
fwer ; fo that he was obliged to me for the lateft 
Accounts how Affairs ftood at Home, at which he

He received this Declaration 
with fo vifible an Emotion, and fo many Acknow- 
ledgments, that I was obliged to infift upon ceafing 
the Difcourfc, which, with fome Difficulty, I 
brought him to do j for Sharplefs Sea-faring Lifig 
had not robbed him of his natural Eloquence, and 
I found thofe Rudiments of Science, and thofe great 
and noble Principles he had received from his wor- 
thy Tutor and mine, were rather inforceJ and 
flrengthencd by the Obferyations he had made, 
than weakened by a Lifeof Turmoil, Noife and Hur- 
ry, accompanied with the ufual Dangers that fall tD 
the Lot of Gentlemen of his Profeffion ; and, indeeii 
it is the Misfortune of moft of the Officers of the 
^flvy,that they are fent very young to Sea, before they 
have made that Progrefs in Learning, that would po- 
lifli and brighten their future ConduS ; and the Sages 
of the Sea may fay what they will, but fo early an 
Initiation is no more necefTary in that Art than in 

the 
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the Science of the Army, where you ever find the 
fincft and moft pdite Gentlemen, and the fmalleft 
Number of Brutes. It was no Wonder at all that 
we did not immediately know one another, for 
Sharpley, when a Lad, was thin and fpare, and of a 
very fair Complexion ; but now he had increafed 
in Bulk greatly, tho' it had not taken away from, 
but rather added to his Gentility, and was of a 
fwartby Complexion, which, together with the 
Difference a modifh Drefs and a Wig occafioned, 
very well might conceal him. I think I never faw 
a Man, who looked more like a Pcrfcto of Diftinc- 
tioD and Importance, and his very Look and Ac- 
tion befpoke the good Opinion of all that beheld 
him.

De Baf- 
fompine^ his Nephew, and fome other French Gen- 
tlemen, to carry us to all the public Diverfions and 
Places in Paris i the Tbtatre, the Frencb and Italian 
3 Operai 
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Ofira I and, by the Favour of the Marquis o(Hw^ 
daituourtj a particular Friend of his, we had the> 
Honour to be introduced to his Mo^ CbryHan 
ii0je/tfs Prsfinci^ to fee him dance at a Ba|]» 
and dine, feveral Times, with the RmjoI Family : 
We Were alfo preftnt when his Majefty killed a 
wild Boar, with his own Hand, in the Wood of 
Saigniis. We vifited F&ntaifMeau^ Marii, and all 
the remarkable Palaces of the Nobility and Gentry 
thereabout ; and were alio, once or twice, on a 
Party of Pleafure at St. Dennis, and other public 
Flaa» oJP Refort ; nor could help admiring that 
Sweetnefs and PsUujffe that make the Inhabitants 
of this Country fo very agreeable to Foreigners. 
One- Qb]e£l ftill remained, whiqh I was refolved .

We were three or four Days in viewing this- 
magnificent Palace j and were fo loft in a Field of 
Wonders^ that it was with Regret we thought of 
leaving the charming Spot* Sure nothing in the 
World can equal the Beauties that every- where 
around delight the Eye^ and exalt the Mind ! The 
fuperb Apartments, decked with all that Art and *

force you, like our tittle tattle %x, to talk more 
than you care for : Come, my dear Friend's Friend^ 
cbpplng one of her pretty Hands upon nsy ShouMer, 
you (hall not refufe me thia Favour, which, I afiltre 
you, fliali b^ the only one of the iCind Fll ever afk a- 
gain til) yon give me Leave : I could not long rc^ 
fill this agreeable Cti^ature, and the joint Endeavours 
of my Friend, who enforced what his Serena faid» 
as much as be podibly could. When they depart- 
ed, Efiampe toM me, he was glad they had got my 
IVomife to go, as he was fure it would divert my 
Mtfctancholy, f6r latterly I had feen no Company 
at alt ^ ai^d, Sir, fays he, but I am afraid to men* 
tipn jt again, that BngUJh Lady, Mifs Serena men* 
tioned, is the very Sifl^r I fpoke of to you, to 
whom they jocofely give that Title, and who has 
bedn as unfortunate as yourfelf. I fiarced at this, 
but it was too lata to go back, tho' it put me out 
of humour, for I thought I faw the Heads of a

He had had Time to drefs hlmfelf, and foon fecur* 
ed what belonged to us ; but, by that Time I had 
flipped on my Cloaths, the Flames had fei^ed the 
Ghamber<*door^ fo Chat we were forced to tie the 
Sheets tc^ether, and it being but one Story from 
the Ground, tho' a pretty lofty one, t ordered 
Efiampe firft to defcend^ which he refufed to do \ 
fo, not to wafte Time in Difpute, I got down fafely 
firfl, and he as fafely followed me. The Family

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of Du PUffis^ and myfelf, and Servants, were in- 

vited by Count Garonne^ whofe Houfe was oppo- 

fue» to make Ufe of the Conveniencies it afforded 

us till we could better provide ourfelves; which we 

did accordingly, for it was impoffible to refofe fo 

polite an Invitation : As to Mr. Sbarpky, he had 

left Du PUJpSy and had taken Lodgings hard by St. 

Clouj where he could be nearer his Serena ; fo that 

he fufFered nothing by the Misfortune, nor heard 

o( it till next Morning, when he came to condole 

with us on the Accident, and was quite delighted 

to hear that not one Perfoo was hurt, but that we 

all efcaped the Flames without theleaft Detriment. 

Poor Eftampty as he was attending me whilft I 

drefled, faid, Now, Sir, this puts me in Mind of 

the Service you was of to my poor Lady, when 

you faved her from the Fire at her Father's 5 and, 

tho' I barely refemble her, yet. I have had the Hap- 

pinefs in her Peifon, as you are pleafed fometimes 

to call it, to retaliate the Ktndnefs you did her. I 

fighed, and told him, I would never forget the 

Office of Love he had performed, which fiill in- 

creafed his Value in my Opinion. 

When we were drefled| I walked toSt^CAv alone, 
for EJiampt had begged to be excufed going with 
me, the laft Night's Surprife having fo affeded 
him, that he was greatly difordered in his Head. 
I was received by my three Friends, with the 
gladdeft Teftimonies of AftV<£lIon, and, before Din- 
ner, 
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ner, we entertained ourfelves in the Garden, and 
in a Library, full of the beft and politeft Authors, 
which gave me an high Opinion of the refined 
Tafte of thefe Ladies, and their good Senfe ; and, 
in Ihort, every Adion o{Serena*s made me approve 
my Friend's Choice. 

Dinner being ready, we went into a Summer- 
houfe, where the Table was fpread in an elegant 
Manner, and the Mother and Daughter both ex- 
cufed the Lady's not coming, they had mentioned ;

'You youf felf, young as you are, have felt fom^ 
Trouble: TheXvoft of your dear Molher,rtbo' you 
O 2 was 
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was then almoft an Infant, caufed in you a fincere 
Grief, which I know you was fenfibly afflided with ; 
but, perhaps, femewhat that will more nearly af- 
fed you has happened ; a fatal Accident, that, if 
you are not armed with Religion and Reafon fuf* 
ficient to bear, may, perhaps, kill your Peace of 
Mind for ever ! — Here^ all wild and frantic, yet 
unfufpeAing the Reafon for this Difcourfe, I cried.

AlRis^ he had the Misfortune to have two of his 

Fingers (hot off, and was difch^rged as unfit for 

Service ; that he flrolled to Parisj begging moft 

Part of the Way, and was there taken ill in the 

Street of an Ague and Fever, ahd fent to the Hb- 

fpital by the Parifli where he was found ; and hoped 

foon to be able to (h\h for himfelf, and get over 

to Englandy if he could get Money to pay his PaC- 

fage, where he did not doubt of meeting with 

I*riends to ferve him ; and, as he was a Fugitive, 

of getting clear of his Debts, by an Aft of Infbl- 

vency, which he heard had lately pafled. My 

Jleart was moved at his dreidful delation, and, 

calling him afide, I told him I was his Countryman, 

and could not bear to fee him in fo much Diftrefs, 

and begged he*d fufFer me to make hfm a fmall Pre- 

tent ; on which I flipped twenty Louis d^ors into his

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from whence, in a Day and anhalf, we came to 
IVtUiamfiadty where we defigned to embark for 
£ngland. My Louifa^ Sennay and the old Lady, 
preferved their Healths and Spirits furprifingly weU» 
during this long and fatiguing Progrefs, notwith- 
ilanding, at many Places in FlaiuUrSy the Accom- 
modations are fo mean, that the lowefi Wretch 
in England would grumble to be forced to take up 
with them ; and this may be obferved, for the Ho- 
nour of our Country, that in no Part of the WorM 
you meet with fuch Fare, and (bch Treatment, as 
in the Inns upon the Roads in England, France 
and Holland come neareft to the fame Standard ; 
but, as to the Spaniards^ lialiansj Germans^ and all 
other People in Europe^ the Ufage among^ them 
is coarfe, but tricking \ their Accomoiodationf 
wretched, and their Fare execrable. I was now 
quite gay, pleafed, and chearful ; all the World ap* 
peared to me in an amiable Light ; I had no Re- 
ientment in my Breaft ; Mankind were forgiven 
by me, for all their Oddities and their Follies, which 
now feemed rather Virtues than Crimes. Alas I 
how Misfortune fours a Man to the RelKh of Life i 
the. leaft Thing faid or done, that contradiSs his 
Humour, or particular Fancy, is conftrued into a 
Fault. — Tired with LivLng,-^fretted, and conti- 
nually vexed by his uneafy Thoughts, or Condi* 
tion, he looks upon all Men as his Enemies, and 
fees Abfurdities in their Condud, which, at another
